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ISSUE OF AN INCONVERTIBLE CURRENCY IN 
RUSSIA. 


Ir is said that the Russian Government have determined upon an 
issue of 60,000,000 of paper rouble notes, for the payment of | 
the war expenses ; and we have reason to believe that the report 
is substantially true. It is, moreover, in accordance with the | 
traditional policy of Russia. The heavy expenditure which was | 
incurred in the wars in which she was engaged during the latter | 
part of the last, and the commencement of the present, | 
century was, in great part, met in the same way. But it will be | 
a most instructive inquiry, and one which may prove of great | 
benefit to those engaged in any way in the trade of Russia, if we | 
examine what such issues of paper money led to in former times, 
aud to which they mustagain lead if persevered in. No doubt, | 
nothing can be more tempting to a Government placed in great 
financial difficulties than to extricate itself by so easy a means | 
asthe manufacture of paper money ;—and therefore it is not to | 
be wondered at if a despotic Government, altogether beyond the | 
influence or control of ealightened public opinion, should be | 
ready in cases of emergency to avail itself of such a ready 
means of raising fands. 
But now let us see what formerly happened from this course? | 
The value of the rouble, which represents a silver coin, varies

should be received, three-and-a-half of the old notes should be 
delivered up; and thas a large debt was liquidated by a payment

Since 1840 the currency of Rassia has been upon a most satis- 
factory footing. The new notes have been circulated to the full 
amount in which they have]been required—their convertibility ‘has 
been strictly preserved by a proper reserve of specie, locked 
up in the fortresses of St Peter’s and St Paul’s, under the care 
and superintendence of a mixed Board of Management, com- 
posed of Government Bank officers aud eminent merchants 
appointed for the purpose. In 1846 the bullion in those fortresses 
had reached the amount of 19,000,000/; but shortly after that 
date a sum of 5,000,000/ was withdrawn, and appropriated to in- 
vestment in England and France, which have since been other- 
wise disposed of. What amount now continues in those vaults 
is not known, but there is reason to believe it has been further 
reduced. Nevertheless the snm remaining has proved ample for 
meeting all demands in exchange for notes, especially as the 
circulation has not latterly been in excess of the actual require- 
ments of the country. 


Bat now comes a proposal to meet a war expenditure by 
another issue of notes. In the first place, we are certain that the 
existing note circulation is sufficient for all the purposes of 
currency ; and this we know beyond doubt, by the fact that the 
whole circulation consists of these notes, and without any coin 
corresponding therewith. If, then, the Emperor of Russia has 
determined to defray his war expenditure by the issue of notes, 
the first thing that will be necessary will be to make them incon- 
vertible ;—if not, theywill go back upon the Bank for payment 
as fast as they are issued, and he might just as well use the 
bullion now in reserve at once. But the scheme is that they 
shal! be inconvertible as formerty; and 60,000,000 rouble notes, 
about 10,000,000/, are to be added to the present circulation. Of 
course, depreciation will rapidly take place ; the rouble will again 
soon come to represent, in the place of 38d or 40d, only 30d, or 
less, just as these issues may be made in excess. 


The people in Russia, of course, cannot help themselves. As 
depreciation proceeds, the creditor must suffer at every step, and 
the debtor, being in the same position as the Government, will so 
far gain. As a domestic question, while cases of enormous 
individual hardship and injustice will happen, yet, taking the 
aggregate of the whole, what one person loses another will gain. 
It will prove an easy, though not a new way of paying off old 
debts. Of course, so far as the Government is concerned, it will 
be the largest gainer; bat regarding the loss as one inflicted 
upon the nation at large, they may please to consider it in the 
light of a tax imposed for the war. Thisis, however, a questioa 


which we may leave to be settled between the Czar and his own 
subjects 


But so far as regards foreigners, the case is very different, and 
offers, fortunately, an easy means by which they may protect 
themselves against loss. From the moment that Russia adopts 
this step, foreign merchants having transactions with Russian 
subjects should invariably conduct their ‘basiness in the denomi- 
nation of the currency of their own country in place of that of 
Russia, and stipulate to be paid in bills upon London, Paris, or 
Hamburg, computed accordingly. No matter then how low the 
exchange may fall in Russia; the debtor must provide whatever 
number of roubles is required to purchase a bill ‘fur the 
necessary amount expressed in the stipulated currency. If, under 
such circumstances foreigners trade with Russia on any other 
terms, they will be subject to any depreciation which may happen 
during the time the transaction is in progress, or before they 
obtain payment for goods consigned to that country. 








THE DUTY AND THE HOPE OF AUSTRIA, 


Ir is not easy either for individuals or nations to retrace a false 
step, to turn over a new leaf,.to begin a reformed career. Bat 
it is mach easier for nations than for men. Such a change iu 
individuals involves a rarc wisdom and a rarer courage, mach 
energy to break off old habits, much resolution to endure the 
reproaches of mortified vanity and the stings of wounded pride. 
it is.painfal to acknowledge error: it is hamiliating to promise 
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amendment. Bat that which in men presupposes a change of 
life, in nations implies merely a change of policy ;—that which 
in men needs a change of character, can be effected in the case of 
nations by a simple change of Ministry. A State which has long 
carried on an obstinate and uoprofitable war may suddenly 
conclude a moderate and honourable peace,—the sole pre- 
requisite and explanation being that the pacific opposition has 
come into pewer, and the belligerent administratiou has been dis- 
placed. A Government that has long been bigoted and retro- 
gressive may embark in a career of generous improvement aud 
of liberal institutions ; and the inconsistency is}veiled or removed 
by the simple fect that an old statesman has died, and a young 
one has stepped into his place :—the superannuated ideas of the 
past generation naturally giving way to the light and knowledge 
of the coming dawn. re : 
Austria is just w6w in a condition which suggests such an 
alteration of her recent policy as possible, desirable, and demanded 
by motives of the highest statesmanship. Nothing can be more 
false, embarrassing, or perilous;than her actual position ;—nothing 
more easy than to escape from it. Persistance in her present 
course is fraught with almost certain ruin and disgrace: in 
escape from it may be read all the bright possibilities of a 
beckoning and hopeful future. On the one side lie rebellion, 
bankruptcy, internal wars, ultimate disorganisation : on the other 
lie reconciliation, peace, prosperity, and emancipation. We have 
more than once had occasion to paint all the degradation and 
menace of the dilemma between the horns of which she is now 
placed. She has long pursued a course of hostility to the natural 
wishes of her people for decent institutions and a rational amount 
of civil and mental freedom. She has hated the very name of 
“ Constitutions.” She has crushed avy vestiges of them which 
were yet traceable throughout her heterogeneous dominions. It is 
not that she wished to govern ill, to commit injustice, to per- 
petuate oppression, for their own sake: she merely did these 
things for the sake of obtaining that absolute and uncontrolied 
power which, when obtained, she designed to use moderately and 
benevolently. Those who submit unmurmuringly to her—who 
are content under her paternal despotism—who wish for no 
enlightenment which she thinks dangerous, and are stirred 
by no ideas which she distrusts and dreads—enjoy under 
her sway cheap education, ready though slow and formal 
justice, and a comfortable level of material prosperity. Her 
barbarities, her atrocities, her blunders, those stupid cruel- 
ties and signal crimes which have roused the common conscience 
and the common humanity of Europe agaiust her,—have all been 
perpetrated in the attempt to destroy aspirations which were at 
variance with her absolute designs, to prevent intellectual activity 
which was certain to dissatisfy men with her narrow institutions, 
and to trample out ideas of ireedom irrecoucileable with conteut- 
ment in the narrow walls of the paternal prison house, and old 
traces of freedom which nourished and kept alive those ideas. 
In this ill-judged crusade she has encountered worse evils 
than those she sought to shun. She has encountered the very 
evils she sought to shun. She has attained the very opposite 
of the absolate and secure power at which she aimed. She 
is feebler, poorer, more pernicious a thousandfold than the 
most liberal institutions granted to all her dominions could 
have made her. She is at war with half her subjects. She has 
sown seeds of hatred in their hearts wide and tar, which will utterly 
and for ever preclude her from succeeding in the career she has 
hitherto pursued. She is day by day sapping the son:ces of her 
own prosperity, undermining her owe power, cutting her own 
throat. Who, even among her own statesmen, can dowbt that 
she is incalculably weaker with Hungary, even though crushed, 
against her, than she would be with Hungary aimed aud 
incorporated, but still enjoying her old independent constitu- 
tion? And who can doubt that Hungary will be against 
her so long as she perseveres in her present mad, wicked, and 
suicidal course? ‘Lhe finances of Austria are disorgauised to an 
extent that has no parallel in any other civilised State. Day by 
day she sinks deeper and deeper into the abyss of debt. Day by 
day she draws nearer and nearer to the vortex of bavkruptcy. 
Every annual budget proclaims an enormous and irredeemabie 
deficit. How ts ths deficit caused? By a tailing or at least an 
inadequate revenue, and an enormous military expenditure,—tor 
the civil expenses of Austria are not excessive. hat leads to 
this inadequate revenue in an empire of such vast and multifarioas 
resources? The want of that freedom and security without which 
commercial enterprise can never Lvok at the Hungarian 
kingdom alone. Its mineral aud agricu!tural wealth are almost 
unbounded. The vast alluvial plains of the west throug which 
the Danube flows might become, instead of Bulgaria, Wallachia, 
or the Ukraine, the granary of France and England,—if Anstria 
dare admit English euterprise and English gold to open the uavi- 
gation of that splendid river, or perhaps to establish a railway to 
the Adriatic coast, and it she would encourage and content instead 
of crushing and impoverisbing the spirited Magyar nobles. But 
her views are narrow, her temper is tumid, and her ideas are slow ; 
she dreads the influx of English ideas aloog with English enter- 
ove dees Spent teas een ae 
© same time enlighten and invigo- 

rate the minds of those whom she would tame down into unpro- 
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ductive imbecility and inaction. Those improving and energetic 
noblemen who = years ago were busy, and most successfully 
busy, in developing the resources of their native land, are now 
ruined, exiled, or beheaded. The mines of Transylvania are rich 
and serviceable ; but what can they produce under the surveil- 
lance of Austrian officials? Under free institutions and with a 
contented and etaeeees people, the revenue of Hungary 
ight be quadrupled in a generation. 

™ Bat the very i tyranny which is thus starving the finances 
is at the same moment doubling the expenditure of the Austrian 
Government. That Government is said to have an army of 
400,000 men on foot; and we do not suppose it could do with 
much less. What makes this enormous force indispensable? 
There is no foreign enemy to guard against. Where is this 
force? Spread over Lombardy, serving in Tuscany and Romagne, 
swarming in Hungary, concentrated on the Servian frontier. It 
is not needed to guard the Austrian Empire against Austrian 
foes: it is needed to guard the Austrian Government against the 
Austrian people. It is rendered indispensable by the crimes of 
Austria. It is necessary to protect the Sovereign against the 
just vengeance of his subjects. It is purely and on a police 
force armed with bayonets and fortified by cannon. If Austria 
could but make up her mind to govern justly, humanely, and 
liberally, she might dispense with two-thirds of it to-morrow ;--- 
and ner finances would right themselves as by magic. 

Bat she might not only thus redeem herself from impending 
bankruptcy but from actual slavery. Some time ago she called 
in Russian aid to perpetuate a great crime ; and her accomplice, 
as is always the case in criminal associations, has acquired a 
power over her which prevents her from either opposing his crimes 
or retracing and redeeming hers. She is between two fires, and 
she feels it painfully. She cannot withstand her own subjects 
without the aid of Russia; and she dares not quarrel with Rus- 
sia until she can count upon her own subjects. She has the choice 
now offered to her of purchasing emancipation and prosperity 
at the price of doing justice and atoning for wrong,— 
orof buying a precarious immunity and a tottering throne at 
the price of prolonged vassalage aud continued crime. She has 
only to be just in order once more to become free and powerful. 
Has she no statesmen sagacious enough to sce where lies the 


course of safety and of honour, aad bold and generous enough | 


to take it ? 

If now, at the eleventh hour, and after all that has passed, 
Austria could make up her mind to imitate Piedmont in place of 
intriguing against her, andto govern Lombardy liberally, kindly, 
aud as far as possible through Italians; and if she would 
announce and give proof of an altered policy and a sincere 


repentance, we believe she might reduce her Italian army one- 


fourth at once, and one-half before a year was out. Depend 
upon it, governing by just laws is cheaper and more really 
powerful than governing by foreign bayonets. Andif she were 
to restore to the Hungarians their old constitution, unaltered 
and unenlarged, with only such guarantees as would secure 
them against future attempts to overthrow or set it aside, we 
have not a doubt that the whole nation would rally again round 
the old standard and the new King. Kossuth would become 
powerless if he remained a malcontent, and a most invaluable 
agent if he acquiesced. Old wrongs would be forgotten ; the 
army now needed to keep down Hungary might be disbanded, or 
turned in a different direction ; 200,000 men and their expenses 
-—probably four millions—would be saved; and it would then 
be for Austria to give the law to Russia, instead of receiving her 
commands with subservient but reluctant humbleness. 

This course we believe to be her last and only chance. By this 
course she might arrest her downward decline, and put an end to 
the impending war almost before it has commenced. By this 
course she might replenish her exhausted treasury, and disband 
her overgrown armies. 
sympathies of Europe, acquire the affections of her people, and 
avert a catastrophe which is otherwise inevitable. By this course 
she might acquire alliance incomparably truer, more faithful, and 
more powerful than those she would have to sacrifice. It remains 
to be seen whether, among all the politicians who guide her 
destinies and the financiers who are interested ic her prosperity 
and the noble families who are bound up in her existence, the 
wise aud needed statesman can be found.

What would be the effect in this country, if in every year, in place 
of using the surplus income in paying off a portion of the national 
debt, the Governnient were to draw the amount year by year 
from the Bank of England in gold coin, and lock it up 
in the vaults under the Treasury at Whitehall? | Would 
snch an abstraction of coin from the circulation not lead to a tresh 
demand upon the Mint for coinage, and afurther abstraction of the 
capital of the country to make good the necessary amount of cur- 
rency ? And to whatever extent it led to an abstraction of 
capital for that purpose, would it not tend to an increased rate 
of interest ? If, in Scotland, all the one-pound notes were accu- 
mulated in the banks and prohibited again to be issned, and it 
became necessary to import sovereigns in order to supply the 
necessary circulating medium, would such importation of gold 
not lead toa large abstraction of capital at present used for other 
purposes, and to that extent affect the rate of interest? In 
whatever new form capital is required—whether to supply a 
metallic circulation or to make a railway—the new demand must 
to such extent affect the rate of interest. But of course the ex- 
tent of its effect will depend upon the general relatiou of the 
supply of, and demand for, capital at the moment. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 

Sir,—I did not intend to trouble you with any additional observations on 
the questions raised in connection with the surplus balances in the East Indian 
and the United States Treasuries, but the principles involved are so 
important and of such general and increasing application, that some further 
discussion of them at the present time cannot fail to be of service. 

I assume, then, that we are now quite agreed that in a nations! and abstract 
point of view, the temporary withdrawalSof Treasury balances from the cir- 
culation does not necessitate the extinction of a corresponding amount of 
national capital. We are not, however, in accord as to the effects flowing 
from such a temporary absorption of the currency. I would, therefore, 
illustrate the position by supporing A, the Iadian community, indebted to the 
Government B, to the extent of 7,000,000 for rents and duties. A. by means 
of private cash reserves aud bankers’ balances, liquidates his indebtedness to 
B, by settling his claims in silver rupees. B, from some particular cause, 
through owing various large sums to A, C, and D, declines to disburse this 
money at present. A, in consequence of this, having sundry payments to 
make, but prevented by B from having the use of the silver rupees, barters his 
indigo and his silk for silver bullion, converts that into coin, and settles his 
engagements. There is no hardship in all thie, and, properly speaking, no 
lose, the transactions being quite natural and legitimate ones, flowing from the 
mutual obligations of parties. A, we allow, has parted with a portion of his 
capital, not, however, without an equivalent ; but observe, before he could have 
recovered his rupees from B, he must have given him some similar valuable 
consideration—say cancelled a portion of the 5 per cent. loan, or some other 
similar Government liability. 

The whole operation resolves itself, therefore, into a question of cost, but 
no currency, even of the most flimsy assignate, can be maintained anywhere 
without expense; so in the present case the loss or gain would just be the 
difference between the value of the eum invested in the bullion, and the 
return obtainable from the Government loan cancelled on the restitution of 
the rupees. There {sin all this no annihilation of capital; there is only a 
change in its distribation, and porsibly some interference with its productive- 
nest, owing to the appropriation of a portion of it for the purposes of 
currency. 

Seems the Treasury balences at length disengaged, and the currency 
from these operations 7,000,000/ redundant, the first symptom I apprehend 
would not be a fall in the rate of interest, but that simply silver would 
become more plentiful, and the values of all other articles would be ex pressed 
by larger amounts of coin and become nominally dearer.” (Wilson on 
Carreney and Banking, p 18.) If commodities, therefore, became dearer, 
a portion of the redundant currency would be absorbed, and the remainder 
would be taken by the dealers in exchange and exported. A low rate of 
interest would not, however, be the consequence, for an eminent authority says 
“that plenty of money and low interest, though arising from the same 
causes—commerce and industry—are altogether independent of each other.” 
(Hume's Essay on Interest), This becomes almost a truism, when we compare 
the great increase in the precious metals within the last 200 years with the ex- 
traordinary steadiness in the rate of interest. Overlooking this great fact in 
economical science, the late Chancelior of the Exchequer’s famous prediction

almost as soon as pronounced. Moreover, we know by daily experience t 
capital is accumulating, that Jarge sume have been and will be disengeged by 
the recent financial operations of the Government, and yet, owing to the de- 
mand, capital is now one-half more valuable than it was a twelvemonth ago, 
an supply, therefore, holds a very unimportant part in the right solution of 
this problem, ; 

But is the notion heterodoxical that gold per se is not capital? Deprive gold 
of its adventitious importance as a standard or measure of value, and you 
have a ductile and useful metal, but posseseed of no innate or exclusive 
valuable properties to make it pre-eminent amongst the other metaly. Even 
with our preeent conventional monetary +ystem, lacour is the true touchstone 
of the value of gold as capital, the same ae it is with iron, lead, copper, or 
coal, “For labour,” ssys Smith, “is the only measure of all things, aud gold 
is only more valuable than iron or lead because a greater outlay is required.” 
(Wealth of Nations, pp. 13 and 18)

CUSTOMS REFORM. 


Tere has been but one successful agitation in our time which 
has stopped at the right point. It may even be doubted whether 
the habits of agitation which were formed by the members of 
the Anti-Corn Law League do not stili cleave to sone of them, 
and induce them to make more frequent appeals to the public 
than are consistent with their own comfort or the advancement 
of their reputa:ion. The power which such associations always 
place in the hands of some one or two persons is too delight- 
ful to be resigned. In all times it has been the height of human 
ambition to influence the great multitude of society, to be the pa- 
rent of their opinions, and the object of their admiration. No 
political end, in truth, is ever attained without using such means, 
and it seems therefore very bard and almost impossible, when 
such a power has been gaineu and used for a good purpose, to lay 
it down when it may be required for another. But what may be 
at least excused iu politics is not suitable to commerce, and an 
agitation, even for a good purpose, that affects and disquiets 
trade is very little liked by the commercial community. The 
reform of our Customs regulations was for commerce most 
desirable, and we scarcely say too much when we describe it 
as indispensable. But the agitation for that object has 
been eminently successful. A committee of the House of 
Commons was appointed on the motion of Mr Mitchell, 
and a fall inquiry ander his auspices was made iuto the whole 
subject. As Mr Travers properly says in the letter to Mr 
Crawford and others, published yesterday by a coutemporary, 
** to Mr Mitchell, for his exertions on that committee, the entire 
*“* trading world are indebted.” The report of that committee 
received the close attention of the Government, and, in conjuction 
with the officers of the Customs, the Treasury did their best to 
carry all its recommendations iuto effect, so far as it was pos- 
sible, consistently with what is due to the collection of the 
revenue. In the first resolution moved at a meetivg held at the 
London Tavern, on the 18ti instaut, with Mr Crawford in the 
chair, about Custems Reform aud the Travers’ Testimonial, is a 
strong proof that this reform is satisfactory to the merchauts. 
The words are :— 

“That a deputation, consisting of the Chairman, T. A. 
“ Mitchell, Esq., M.P., and J. P. Gassiot, E-q., do wait upon 
‘“* Mr J. I. Travers, with the list of the names of the werchants 
“of London who have already signified their intevtion to 
* subscribe to a testimonial, to record their estimation of the 
“* services rendered to the commerce of the empire by the euergy 
* and judgment he displayed as the Chairman of the Cuy Customs 
“ Reform Committee; aud to which the committee we 
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** deeply indebted for the attainment, during the last > 

“ Parliament, and after a struggle with three successive’ > = 
“ ments, of the great measure of Customs Reform. Ss 
‘consult with Mr Travers, as to the form in which it-wou wt oS 
* most agreeable to him to receive this honours» ati =~ 
“ from the merchants of the metropolis of the great _ady > —3 
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“ which they believe must necessarily follow the improved admi- 
“ nistration of the laws regulating the collection of this principal 
“ branch of the revenue.” . 

The mestinnts state, therefore, that they have attained, after 
a long struggle, “ the great measure of Customs Reform,” that the 
“ adminiatration of the laws” is improved, and they, we presume, 
now desire that agitation on the subject should cease. Such a motive 

may not have been without its influence in inducing them to votea 
testimonial to Mr John Travers for his valuable exertions in at- 
taining this improvement and reform. To us it seems a very signi- 
ficant bint that the agitation, having attained its principal object, 
ought in their view now to cease ; and amore honourable method to 
Mr Travers of bringing his labours to a close could not have been 
adopted. While that gentleman has, with great good sense and good 
feeling, and a true appreciation of what is required by the rising 

'| generation of mercantile men in the City, declined the testimonial 
for himself, and recommended that the fund proposed to be collected 
should be made the foundation for an annual series of lectures in 
the City on subjects connected with commerce and commercial 
law, he seems to take a different view from what we presume to 
be the view of the subscribers, and says that much still remains 
to be done which, he probably thinks, further agitation may 
effect. The subscribers have adopted his recommendation as to 
raising a sum for endowing a lectureship on the commercial law 
and customs of Britain and foreign countries, and a large sum has 
already been subscribed. In reason, and in the interests of trade 
here, the successful agitation should end; but habit is stronger 
than reason, and it is, as we know, to the displeasure of some 
leading merchants, continued. 

“ There is,” Mr Travers says, “ the board belonging to an ex- 
‘tinct system of management to be reconstituted. Ihe open 
“court to be made, by the appointment of a competent judge, a 
“ really efficient commercial tribunal. The system of Treasury 
“ patronage and Custom-house promotion to be rendered con- 
“sistent with the nomination of competent, and the advance- 
“‘ ment of the most able public servants by the establishmens of 
“ an examination department of the Board of Trade. There is 
* sti'l, also, the Treasury promise of last session to be fulfilled, as 
“to the payment of the ‘ gross revenue’ into the Exchequer. 
“ And the important provision of the Act that early in each year 
“ the board orders shall be published, has not yet been complied 
* with.” 

Whether these are equally indispensable with thereforms already 
effected, and whether the Treasury, which has already carried 
the recommendations of the committee into effect to the satis- 
faction of the merchants, may be relied on to accomplish them 
and give full effect to its own Act, we offer no opinion; bat we 
are satisfied, from an incident that has just occurred, that con- 
tinued agitation and the continued existence of the committee ig 
more likely to do harm than good. One of the objects he con- 
templates is, however, not a Custom-house reform, but a great 
economical measure which concerns all the people and 
every branch of the revenue. The payment of the gross revenue 
into the Exchequer instead of allowing the collectors of the 
revenue to pay themselves is a great public principle—a principle 
of general adwinistration which a Customs Committee is not re- 
quired to be kept alive to promote. The incident referred to is 
thus described by a contemporary :—‘ It has lately been pro- 
** posed at the Castoms that firms who have frequently to give 
“ security for the removal of goods in bond from one port to 
“another should give one general bond, instead of specific 
** bonds, as heretofore. The Customs Reform Committee, how- 
“ ever, have published a statement furnished them by Mr Mor- 
“ gan, their secretary, to the effect that the plan will open the 
“ door to fraudulent clearances by any person who may be dis- 
“ posed to clear bis goods on the security of another person’s 
“ bond, besides being liable to other grave objections. It is con- 
“ tended therefore that the existing system should not be altered, 
“ except by reducing the price of the bond »tamp, and sabsti- 
“ stating a auiform charge of a shilling ‘for the present ridiculous 
“ graduated scale.’ The motive for the attempted alteration is 
“ not known, as it is believed there were no complaints against 
“ the practice of giving bonds in each case.” 

When the Times is ignorant of the motive for the “ attempted 
alteration,” we cannot be surprised at the greater ignorance of 
less-informed persons. The subject was thus adverted to in the 
Economist of April 23rd:—*“ A transit trade has of late grown 
“up to an extraordinary extent, for which the Committee of 
“the House of Commons required greater treedom. In the last 
“ year'the value of the goods passed through the country was 
“ 3,414,451/, and in the month of March just expired the value 
** was 420)000/, or at the rate of 5,000,000/ a year. A close ex- 
“amination of the subject shows that most of the facilities

The motive for the ‘‘attempted alteration” was the con- . 


nience of merchants, and we know that they are so sen- 
sible of the ome of the general bond, that they depre- 
cate very mach this movement of the Customs Reform Com- 
mitttee. It takes ‘place, too, far less in the interest of 
commerce—the leading merchants not having been consulted 
on the subject—than in the interest of the revenue or of 
morality. Mr Morgan thinks more of preventing fraud ap- 
parently—the avowed pretext for nineteen-twentieths of all the 
unnecessary restrictions of which trade complains—than of the 
convenience of the merchants. To us this proceeding seems much 
more like keeping alive agitation for agitation sake, to the wy 
of trade, than agitation to attain a proper and just object. If 
the consequence of Mr Travers declining the testimonial aud re- 
commending the lectureship be to continue in existence a committee 
for agitating such measures of Customs reform as this, the 
trading world will, we believe, wish that Mr Travers had accepted 
the testimonial, and retired at once with his well-won honours 
from the field of his usefal labours.

THE WRECK OF THE TAYLEUR. 
REGULATIONS FOR SHIPS. 


WE should be premature in adverting to the melancholy loss of 
the Tayleur before the inquest has elicited the facts which a 
solemn investigation never fails to bring to light, were it our ob- 
ject to criminate any individuals. Our purpose is merely to state 
certain broad facts about which all are agreed, and advert to the 
moral to be deduced from them, let the individuals to blame be who 
they may. The Tayleur sailed from Liverpool at noon on Thurs- 
day week; in eight-and-forty hours she was a wreck, and of the 
574 persons on board at sailing upwards of 350 had perished. 
She was a “ magnificent vessel,” and regarded by the pilot who 
took her out of Liverpool as “the fastest vessel afloat.” ‘She 
steered like a fish ;” she had an “ experienced commander,” who 
had also passed his examination. She belonged toa line of 
packets, the owners, officers, and sailors of which must have been 
familiar with the service ; she was well found; no vessel ever 
lett a port under more favourable auspices ; yet in 48 hours she 
was destroyed, and a large part of her crew and passengers were 
“corpses tossed about in the surge.” The fearful scene is thus 
described by a cabin passenger :— 
And now began a scene of the most frightful horror-—eome running below to 
get what they could others prayiog, some taking leave of their friends, 
wringing their bands, and beseeching them for help. The vessel after atriking 
lay so close upon the rocks that several persons attempted tojump ashore. Tne 
first person who jumped on the island struck hie head against the rocks, and 
fell back into the water with his head frightfully cut, and, after struggling a 
short time, sank. The next person who jumped from the vessel made good 
his footing, wud was followed by several othere—I believe the Chinese and 
Luscars belonging to the crew. They also succeeded in making good their 
landing, and, as soon as they had done so, scampered with ali haste up the 
rocks, never attempting to axsist those on board. Several now swang tlem- 
selves on the rocks, which were but a few feet from ux. I managed to swing 
myself on shore, and retained the rope in my hand ; I passed the end of it up 
to some of those behind, and by this means a great many were enabled to 
come on shore, To attempt to paint the hoart-reuding scene on board the 
ship would be impossible—wives clinging to their bus»andy, children to their 
parents, women renning wildly about the deck uttering the most heart-revding 
cries, many offering all they possessed to persons to get them on shore, 
Among some of the earliest who attempted to get oa shore were some young 
Inshwomen, Most of them lost their hold of the rope, and fell into the sea. 
The doctor of the ship, a most noble fellow, struggled hard to save hie 
wife and child; he had succeeded in getting about huif-way to the shore on a 
rope—holding uis child by its clothes in his teeth—but just then the ship 
lurehed outwards, by which the rope was dragged from the hands of 
thgse who held it on the lower rocker, and was held only by those above, thus 
running him high in the air, 6% that the brave fellow could not drop on the 
rock. Word was now given to lower the rope gently, but those who beld it 
above let it go by the run, and the pocr fellow, with his child, was buried in 
the waves; but in w short time he again sppeared above the water, maufully 
ba‘ thing with the waves and the portions of the wreck that now floated about 
him. He at length ewem toa ladder that huug by a rope alongside the ‘ship, 
and got upon it. Afterhe had been there a minute or two a woma. floated 
close to him. He immediat-ly took hold of her and dragged her on the ledder, 
tenderly purted the hair from ber face, and appeared to be encouraging her, 
bat in another minute she was washed from bie hold, and sank almost invme- 
diately. He then got up again into the ship and tried to get his wife on shore, 
but they both perished. He deserved « better fate! The seene was now most 
truly awful. The moet desperate struggies for life were made by the wretched 
peesengers ; great numbers of women jumped overboard, in the vain hope of 
reaching land; and the ropes were crowded by hundreds, who in their eager- 
ness, terror, and confusion, frustrated each other’s efforts for self-preser- 
vation. Many of the women would get half way, and then become unable 
to proceed further, and, ‘after clinging to the rope for a short time, would 
SEE ee came after them, Three women 


when her legs fell, and she hung some time by her two hands over thy foami 
Waves ; her husband then came on the rope, and managed to assist om to o~ 
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of the ship sunk under water. There was a fearfal struggle for a moment, and 
all, except two, who were in the rigging, were gone. 

All this happened on Lambay Island, on the north-east side of 
Dublin Bay, but so sudden was the catastrophe that no assistance 
could be rendered, nor was any person in the neighbourhood 
aware of the occurrence till all human aid was vain. How the 
ship got into that place we cannot inform our readers. A strong 
wind and hazy weather came upon her on Thursday evening, but 
it did not prevent her “laying her course,” according to a saying 
aseribed to Captain Noble, till Friday morning, and it was not 
stated that it was at any time a hurricane to make the captain of 
a magnificent ship despair of beating down Channel. A state- 
ment that the captain determined to try the north-about course, 
and a statement ascribed to him that the Tayleur was close 
hauled with the wind from south-west, are so confused and con- 
tradictory, that we can neither unravel nor reconcile them. Her 
course, so far as it is stated on Captain Noble’s authority, is quite 
at variance with the statement that she was going ‘“ north 
about.” 

Neither can we jadge of the confidence to be placed in an 
assertion that the compasses, though provided with the compen- 
sating apparatus requtred for iron ships, varied considerably from 
one another, and the pole did not point tothe north, Such a cir- 
cumstance in thick weather, when neither shore nor sun nor 
stars could hint that the compass—the sole index to the direction 
of the wind and of the ship’s head—was faithless, may well account 
for the veasel being where nobody expected to find her. But iron 
are now almost as common as wooden ships: compasses, when 
close together, under the same circumstauces, frequently vary 
from one another, and no excuse for the misfortune can be found 
in the ship being of iron and the compasses not being true. 


It is stated, too, that the crew was inefficient ; but out of so 
many passengers there must have been many young and active 
persons who, no doubt, in emergencies such as those described, 
long before the ship went on shore, had they been appealed to by 
the captain, would have lent their aid to work the ship. The 
complaints made of the crew, though probably better founded 
than the complaints of the compasses, by no means account for 
the ship being where she was. She appears to have been in no 
sense unmanageable till she was so close to the rocks that no 
management could save her. All that we can learn from the 
description yet given is, that a fearful calamity has occurred 
which is inexplicable. An accomplished captain, a magnificent 
ship, a crew of seventy persons (quite enough to manage her), and 
upwards of 500 passengers,—all meet a most disastrous fate, 
how nobody yet has told. 

No usual precautions seem to have been neglected. All the 
Government regulations, we presume, were complied with. ‘The 
emigration agent, no doubt, saw that all was right. Boats sufli- 
cieut were provided ; provision sufficient was on board; the 
captain, it is stated, and the mates probably, had becn examined 
under the Government regulations; the ship went to sea under 
Government approval; but that did not suffice to prevent the 
lamentable catastrophe. If the compasses were in fault, and the 
Government is to undertake the responsibility of looking after 
passenger ships, as the law regulating them implies, it must in 
future see to compasses as weil as to the boats and the provisions 
and the space. If the crew were unskilfal, though numerous 
(which, in the present dearth of good seamen, is possible), it is 
obviously not enough for the law to prescribe the number of men 
to a ton which a ship shall carry, it must also see to the abilities 
and the strength of each individual sailor. 

Assuming Captain Noble to be a man of ability and experience, 
he must have known the capacity of bis crew. He would be 
reckless to go to sea in such a ship with such a precious 
freight, without a full assurance that his crew would be tolerably 
well equal to their work. We take it for granted that he and the 
owners were thoroughly confident on this point, or it might have 
been worth his and their while to have selected some of the pas- 
sepvgers before starting, and offered them something for occasional 
assistance. A man with any doubt of she efficiency of his crew, 
aud carrying a great number of active young men, would surely 
prefer such aulexpedient to proceeding to sea with aship inefficiently 
manned, freighted with human beings. That no such expedient 
was adopted—that the owners sent the ship to sea and Captain 
Noble took the command of her—we take to be a refutation of the 
statement that the crew were inefficieut. When owners and 
captaiu were satisfied on this point, no Goverument agent would 
be likely to detect the inefliciency ; and we should be disposed 
tv conclude that it would be impossible for any Government 
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authority to decide whether the crews of merchant ships, con- 
sisting of any prescribed number, were efficient or otherwise. 
There is some point in every scale‘of administration ; in the pre- 
sent case, it is at the impossibility of the Government answering 
for the efficiency of the crew of a vessel, the number 
of which it can prescribe, where the culeine of Government is 
powtrless. Without being able to control the whole, it makes 
itself responsible for it. Its power/never reaches the weakest point 
where the beam breaks, on which its whole edifice depends, and 
so it gathers on itself reproach for neglect of duty, by taking 
on itself a responsibility it cannot fulfil. Merchant ee 
Acts and Passengers’ Acts will be sure to disappoint these who 
frame them. They will fail to prevent such disasters as these, 
if they do not cause them, and they being on the Legislature a 
dreadful responsibility for not preventing them. 


No rule, particularly a rule suggested by some mischance, tem- 
porarily alarming the timid and irritating the sensitive—framed 
by half-informed, self-sufficient vanity—can be an 
substitute generally for the discretion of captains of ships. 
Moral qualities, if not exercised, cease to exist as certainly as 
a muscle never called into play ceases to be vigorous. The dis- 
cretion which must be relied on in emergencies should be as 
much as possible strengthened by habitual exercise. Every rule, 
however, laid down by the Legislature for the conduct of ship 
captains, even if it be abstractedly wise, impedes the exercise 
of discretion, helps to paralyse jndgment, and renders weak 
the great qualities on which the safety of all who go to sea must 
at some timeor other inevitably depend. That the great care lately 
taken to guard against calamities by legislative interference, and 
particularly calamities to passenger vessels, has not prevented, if it 
have rot increased them, should induce the public to moderate 
the present demand for regulating employments by legislation, 
and strengthen confidence in the great principle of private interest 
combined with unrestricted competition. Experience has demon- 
strated its complete efficiency to feed the community, and supply 
all material wants in the best possible manner. No legislative 
scheme in the whole compass of artificial contrivances has been 
found to answer this great end equally well. In spite, however, 
of continual failures, we persist in legislating for employments, 
and no trifling accident or evil occurs in any of our multiplied 
businesses than namerous demands from benevolent motives are 
immediately made for stringent regulations to prevent mischief. 
But, surely, the great principle which suffices to feed the com- 
munity in the best possible manner may also be relied on as the 
best possible means for regulating the subordinate employment of 
carrying goods and passengers, which exists ouly for this great 
end, if it be not fully adequate, by strengthening discretion, 
encouraging caution, and increasing skill, to prevent every ship- 
wreck, 





JAPAN IN PALL MALL. 


Evropz is indebted to China and Japan for two of its most elegant 
and most useful arts. Not that the art of the potter and of the 
euameller were unknown to the nations of antiquity: they seem, 
on the coutrary, to have been acquired by the very earliest races 
of mau, and the Japanese and the Chinese probably derived them, 
like the Etruscans and tae Greeks, from a common source. In 
Japan, however, the arts which we designate by the name of 
that country, aud in China the ware which still bears its name, 
though now made superior in Europe, were much more advanced 
towards perfection than in Europe when a trade was first opened 
by sea between its western part and those distant lands. By 
ascertaining how the finest earthenware ware was made in China 
and imitating the process, Sevres and Meissen and Staffordshire 
have become celebrated for their productions, which now eclipse in 
form and tasteful decorations, if not in finenessof texture, the most 
finished ware of the Chirese. Birmingham has become re- 
nowned and wealthy by its japanned goods, and all over Europe 
the art of japanning has been improved and extended from imi- 
tating the skill of the Japanese. 


Centuries have now elapsed since the productions of Japan 
and China first stimulated the enterprise and the skill of Europe, 
and, becanse Europe has since then gone fast onwards, aud gone 
beyond the stage those countries had reached long before, it has been 
rather hastily concluded that they bad become quite stationary, 
and were destined to remain for ever in the same condition. Receat 
events in China, the Jispersion and progress of the Chiuese 
thronghout the Indian Archipelago, their purchase and navigation 
of European vessels to couvey their own countrymen to San 
Francisco and other places on the shores of the Pacific, have 
already taught us that as to the Chinese this is an error. We 
are not without many examples in Europe of a people continuing 
stationary for a period, and then, in consequence of the removal 
or destruction of ancient moral barriers, making a rapid progress 
Such seems likely now to be the case with the Chinese, aud the 
more numerous they are the greater is the extent of benefit which 
the abolition of every such barrier effects, and the faster, the 
people are likely to improve. ‘To substivute trath for error 
China, to remove a fiscal impediment to progress, to curtail the 
power or destroy the ascendancy of a domineering class, silects 

larger number of people than all the inhabitants of Europe. 
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: 
We are all greatly concerned in the fact whether those ancient 
people, from whom we borrowed such useful arts as those o* 
japanning and making china, are stationary or progressive. 
With Japan we have at present little or no communication. 
The Americans have recently paid it a visit, and the Dutca con- 
tinue to send thither their annual ship. The Japanese look for 
her arrival with great interest. English newspapers, particularly 
the pictorial papers, which speak a universal language, are 
eagerly sought for, and intelligence from Europe is greedily 
devoured. We know at the same time little or nothing of what 
is going on in that insulated but magnificent empire—in many 
respects another Britain. But we may infer, from the arts having 
reached an advanced stage many years ago, that it is not 
stationary. It may, from political reasons, cut off a great source 
-of improvement by prohibiting all communication with foreign 
nations, without stopping altogether at home the improvement 
which seems natural to man, and to be rapid in proportion as his 
numbers increase. For the evidence that such is the case, the 
public is cousiderably indebted to a gentleman who has recently 
opened, or is about to open, an exhibition of ware recently im- 
ported from Japan. The Dutch merchants who freight the 
annual vessel have consigned to his care a portion of their last 
cargo, and in Pall Mall East the public may see for themselves 
whether the hand of the Japanese have lost its cunning, or 
whether it have not worked on European ideas, and learnt to 
adapt its labours to the European market. 


In the large collection of beautiful specimens of Japan work- 
mansbip there exhibited, after we have got over the effects of the 
dazzling colours and laid aside our admiration of the careful and 
minute skill which has wrought objects of singular beauty out of 
straw and earth, we are struck with the striking resemblance of 
many of the articles, even to their ornaments, to the furniture 
we have seen at home and abroad in our younger days; and we 
Jearn, in fact, that most of these things are executed by the 
Japanese to order, and have made them for the Dutch after 
patterns that people have sent them. Some thivgs there are— 
a Japanese lady’s writing desk, her chiffoniere, screens on which 
are painted curious and instructive representations of Japanese 
life, a Japanese smoking apparatus, &c., &c.—peculiar to the 
Japanese ; but the bulk of the objects are, as it were, the curious 
cabinets and furniture of our: ancestors embalmed and preserved 
in japan. The objects themselves are of great beauty, and many 
of them show good taste, with originality of design, on the part of 
the Japanese, founded on nature ; but for us the great singularity 
and value of the exhibition is to see and be convinced that the 
Japanese readily take up European ideas and work after 
European models. If they do that as to tables and workboxes 
and writing desks and bureaus, they will readily do it as to all 
other things; and it is only necessary to open a communication 
with them to enable them to supply us with things the most 
useful to ourselves. We cannot look upon the exhibition as a 
mere show, agreeable as it is, and even splendid as many of the 
objects are : it is a proof of the aptitade of the Japanese to improve, 
and contribute their full share to the general improvement of 
society. The spreading of Europeans over all the islands of the 
Pacific must soon lead to opening Japan to the trade of the world, 
and the present exhibition of what its people can do, in the way 
of supplying European wants, is well calculated to hasten such a 
‘desirable consummation. It will undoubtedly lead to larger im- 
portations, and to objects being manufactured in Japan that shall 
be conformable to English ideas and tne English demand; and 
‘rom it we shall, perhaps, have to date hereafter the opening and 
extension of our trade with Japan, which seems chiefly to need 


commerce in order to be called the Britain of the Northern 
Pacific Ocean.

A STRIKE IN AMERICA. 


WE supposed strikes were unknown in America, but a recen; 
case has undeceived us. The strike there, however, is not o 

labourer against employer : it is of one city against other cities, 
of one State against other States—it is an insurrection, a civil 
war on a small scale, a dispute between districts attended with 
violence, and resembles a border foray as much as a strike. In 
America the battle of the gauges is beginning after it has been 
settled here, and contests arise for the advautages conferred by 
railways. It appears that the Franklin Canal Company obtained 
from the Legislature of Pennsylvania, it is alleged, by the dis- 
reputable practice of “log rolling*—corruption in America vitiating 
legislation as in other countries, and destroying respect for its 
decrees—the privilege of making a railway to convect the Ohio 
State line, which penetrates into a large district of the West, with 
the Western line of New York. The Ohio live is constructed on 
the broad gauge plan, os Western New York line is on the 
narrow gauge . k of gauge is necessary somewhere, 
and con nine demmea ion hte is constructed by the 
capitalists of New York, makes the break to the east of Erie— 
diminishing, it is asserted, to that town the value of the rail. 
It connects Buffalo and Cleveland in the interest of New York, 
instead of Erie and Pittsburg in the interest of Pennsylvania. 
According to Governor Bigler, of Pennsylvania, who has taken up 
the matter as a State interest, though he gave his sanction to the 
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Railway Bill, the break of gauge east of Erie sends shipments to 
Cleveland or Buffalo. It will also be injurious to a rail constructed 
between Sunbury and Erie, and will be in the way of any railway 
hereafter made to connect the lakes with Philadelphia. In his message 
to the State Legislature, he broadly lays down the principle that 
this important link between the “sea-bord and the great West 
“ must be made subservient to the interests of the people of Penn- 
“ sylvania.” And as the proceedings which have been taken 
before the Supreme Court of the State to test the right of the 
company to covstruct the railway have given rise to the 
opinion that it has been done without the authority of law, he 
asserts that the question must again come before the Legis- 
lature. He is ready to revoke the privilege he has granted. 
The company obtained from the Coart an injunction against the 
tearing up their lines by the Erians. The Attorney-General of 
the State, however, has taken measures by a quo warranto to 
quash the privileges claimed by the company. Legal proceedings 
have been going on for more than ayear; the company has in the 
meantime proceeded with their line, and begun to work the 
rail. The Erians, headed by their Mayor, and countenanced in 
some measure by the Governor of the State, have refused to wait 
for theisettlement of the dispute by the slow process of law, 
and have begun to destroy the company's works, have torn up 
rails, barned down bridges, upset cars, and committed a heap 
of extravagant and mischievous acts. The citizens of Erie 

fancy themselves wronged, and they have taken the law into 
their own hands. Fights occur between them and passengers, 
The disturbances have continued for several weeks, and inha- 
bitants of Erie who have gone to Buffalo, in the State of New 
York, on business, have been arrested as concerned in the felo- 
nious destruction of property, and held tobail. There is actuall 

a kind of border war about a rail between the Erians and Buf- 
falonians. 

The following extract from the New York Shipping and 
Commercial List refers to the effect of the dispute as em- 
barrassing the trade to the West, which may partially impede 
supplies coming forward intended for our use. It is also 
worthy of attention as exhibiting the comparative calmness 
with which the community look on the petty outrage. It 
seems convinced that the people will soon return to their senses, 
and that the injury is one of the unavoidable consequences of 
men’s passions, which is more than compensated by the ad- 
vantages of society. There is in the passage no hurried demand 
for some fresh action in the Legislature, or for some additional 
vigour in the law, as if such action could remedy every evil as it 
arises, and banish evil from the earth. More generally it in- 
creases the mischief, or, as has been frequently said, like an in- 
genious tinker, it never fails in mending one hole to make two. 
The way the mischief is counteracted in America is to construct 
an additional line. The Shipping List of the 11th says :— 

The interruption in the transit of produce and merchandise, by the distar- 
bances at Erie, Pa., are regarded as a great public disaster, the effects of whiob 
tends seriously to emburraes busineer, both east and west of that place. The 
vast amounts of produce which have been accumulating in the warehouses 
and mills at the West will have to remain there until the opening of inland 
navigation, aud the purchasers or owners be subjected to great inconvenience 
and swcrificer, by reason of the inability to realise on their property. The 
heaviest traffic to the eastward at this period of the year is in dressed hogs, 
provisions, and flour; but this is entirely suspended for che present, and heavy 
losses entailed on the producers and purchasers thereby. The western rail- 
roads, too, are represeuted as being great sufferers, many of which having re- 
cently been put into operation, find their business entirely suspended for the 
want of locomotives which, it is understood, are now lying idle at Erie, Busi- 
ness in this city is also to some extent unfavourably atfected. Many western 
and south-western merchants, who usually forward their goods via Erie, are 
here muking their spring purchases, and large shipments will have to be 
made by the way of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, and via New Orleans, 
thus causing great delay in reaching their destination, and greatly augment- 
ing the expenses of iransportation. The Cleveland Plaindealer says that a 
company has been organised at Cleveland, under the General Railroad Law of 
Ohio, for the purpose of constructing a road of the six-foot gauge from Cleve- 
land to the Western line of the State of Pennsylvania, near Erie, intending to 
form a perfect connection with New York city, by a connection with the 
New York and Erie Railroad at Daukirk, The sub:cription books were 
opened, and two hundred and sixty-five thousand dollars of the stock was 


taken at once. The route of the proposed new road is throuzh a tier of town- 
ships south of Erie.

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well, and that the late severe weather has been beneficial to the 
hop-grower. Of the wheat crop, the reporter says :— 

On the low lands the extraordinarily wet summer and early autumn told se- 
verely against the faliows and wheat lunds, and, ifthe rain had not in a great 
measure subsided by the middle of November, very little wheat would have been 
sown, but some fine weather then and since assisted much in getting in a fair 
breadth of that grain; but the setting in of winter earlier than usual, and the 
previous cold-soddered condition of the ground, gave it no chance’to make much 
progress, and of course, at the present time, it is not at all promising, neverthe- 
less it may get on yet. I may likewise add that the stock of wheat on hand is 
very small indeed, The crop ofthe past year was a defective one. In regard 
to other matters, maay complain's have reached me about sheep being likely 
to become unsound. I have also to lament the loss and injury done to white 
turnips, which were last year sown to a greater extent than usual. Swedes, 
of course, have escaped with lees damage; but I find that both “ Laing’s and 
Skirving’s Improved” have suffered more than the common; and, as our hay 
was got in very much injured by weather, fodder of all kinds is eo scarce 
that we are obliged to have recourse to other food to a much greater extent 
than we wished. Aod I much fear that the autumn-sown tare*, rape, cole, 
and other spring crops, will fall much below the demand; while the bad har- 
vest weather spoiled the straw very much for the use of lean stock; and, added 
to this, I may mention a fact that perhaps some agriculturiste will be glad to 
learn, as opening another market for home produce: many loads of our beat 
wheaten straw are now consumed in the manufacture of paper. 

The following instauces of recent lettings of farms in Berwick- 
shireand East Lothian show the activity of agricultural enterprise 
north of the Tweed :— 

The farm of Boon, Berwickshire, has been let at 1,200/; former rent, during 
a 19 years’ lease, was 8001.

BREEDING STOCK SHOWS. 


As we expected,the Council of theAgricultural Society have discovered 
the ill effects of their recently made regulations to prevent the exhi- 
bition of, so-called, over-fat stock. The object aimed at is not to be 
attained by any regulations whatever, nor do we believe it to be a de- 
sirable oue. Breeders will exhibit their animals in such condition as ex- 
perience has told them is likely to render them successful in the com- 
petition to which they are subject+d, or they will not exhibit them at 
oll; and it is a matter solely tor their own consideration and that of 
their customers, whether by bringing their prize stock into very high 
condition they may or not deteriorate the procreative power of the 
particular animals shown, But, after all, the apprehension that the 
stock shown will be too fat isa mere phantom, for there is really no 
practical difficulty in reducing a prize animal to a state more fitted 
tor breeding. And even should it not be so reduced and it should prove 
useless, the owner will be amply repaid by the additional value con- 
ferred on his herd or flock by producing a prize animal. In this, as 
in many other and different matters, all restrictive regulations will ba 
found to be simply mischievous. The self-interest of breeders will 
always dictate the sort of condition in which they can best keep or 
show their stock, and the competition of one with the other must 
ever be more effectual to check any improper practices than the 
most elaborate rules or contrivances of the Council. It is, in truth, 
the business of the judges to determine whether the only merit of an 
animal consists in mere fatness, or whether its form, quality, and 
condition are such as deserve a prize. 

The report of the stewards of cattle at the late exhibition of the So- 
ciety, at Gioucester (published in the recent number of the Society's 
Journal!) is decidedly condemnatory of the new, and we take leave to 
say fanciful rules on this subject, The report says “the show was 
unquestionably below the average of former years. The stewards have 
found some difficulty in framing their report, in consequence of the 
new system respecting the examination of animals by a jury; but 
the fact must be stated, whether palatable or not, that the lower 
character of the show was mainly attributable to the above regulation; it 
being well known that many of our first breeders refused to exhibit, 
not choosing to run the risk of their animals being disqualified for 
over-fatness.” Another rule, limiting the age of buils to four years, 
has had a material ¢ffect in reducing the number of good animals ; 
and, says the report, “the Council must now decide whether they will 
continue these restrictions, or allow animals of all ages to be shown, 
without a jury of disqualification, leaving to the judges to award prizes 
to those which are most likely to be ot service to the country.” Of 
the Shorthorn classes at Gloucester, the judges said “ that the recent 
regulation as to an examination by jury has tended to lessea the 
number of good animals shown.” Our readers will remember the office 
of the jury was to view the stock and disqualify such as appeared too 
fat. Of two pigs disqualified by the jury as being too fat for breed- 
ing purposes, ove ot them, Mr Nortney’s sow, has since produced 
eight young ones! Cun anything more strongly illustrate the 
absurdity of the restrictive rules ? 

We are glad, too, to see that the report discountenances the giving 

prizes for loc» breeds of stock. it is money thrown awey. ‘Thus, ac 
the Gloucester show, “the Welsh breed was a complete tailure ; 70/ 
was offered by the Society, for which only five animals were shown, 
and these were not worth the amount of the prizes.” And the remark 
applies to otuer breeds; aud, say the stewards, “ we may now hope, 
that after repeated trials, the Society will cease to offer prizes for any 
but the three recognised breeds of caule ;” Shorthorns, Heretords, 
and Devons. 
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SUBSTITUTES FOR GUANO. 
NITRIC ACID—NITRATE OF SODA. 
So largely have our systems of husbandry in some of our best and 
most progressive agricultural districts become dependent upon the 
use of guano, that the now ascertained fact that the supplies of 
guauo are comparatively limited, bas excited theapprehensivns aud 
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activity of the more far-seeing agriculturists. The report of 
Admiral Moresby has shown that the deposits of the Chincha 
Islands—the main source from whence the beat guano is supplied 
—wili probably be wholly exhausted in nine or ten years. 
Substitutes for guano are therefore anxiously sought. No one 
has more earnestly laboured to that end than Mr Pusey, the 
present intelligent nn of the Royal Agricultural Society, 
who combines in so high a degree the knowledge of the scientific 
chemist with the experience of a practical farmer. We adverted 
some time since to a paper of Mr Pusey’s, in the “ Journal of the 
Royal Agricultural Society,” in which he detailed the beneficial 
results of an application of nitrate of soda as a top-dressing to a 
barley crop, and entered somewhat fully into an examination of 
the sources of supply ot nitrates. In the just published number 
of that Journal he has entered more largely into the subject, and 
has satisfactorily shown that to a considerable extent nitrates, 
of which the supply is comparatively abundant, may be used as 
substitutes for guavo, and that in some cases they are even more 
beneficial than guano. The subject is one of so much interest to 
progressive farmers, and the genera! public, that we shall to 
the utmost of uur limits explain Mr Pusey’s views upon it. 

Saltpetre and cubic nitre consist of an acid, the nitric, and an 
alkali, either potash or soda, and it was an undetermined ques- 
tion whether the known fertilising power of those salts was 
due to their acids or their alkalies. So long since as 1841, Mr 
Pusey expressed his belief that their power would be found to 
reside in their acid, not in their alkalies; but at that time the 
mineral theory was in vogue, Last year he brought forward 
fresh facts proving the fertilising power of nitrates. Still high 
chemical authority questioned the manuring power of nitric acid. 
Mr Pusey, therefore, tried nitric acid as manure on six stripes of 
grass land, each five feet long by one broad. These received 
“severally from a watering-pot a pint-and-a-half of water con- 
taining nitric acid, the proportion of which was successively 
decreased.” Two other similar stripes were dressed with nitrate 
of soda in different quantities. ‘ The three strongest doses of 
nitrie acid had burnt up the growing grass by the following 
morning, but in about a week the next stripe showed unequi- 
vocal marks of benefit from the nitric acid. Sooa after one 
weaker solution had begun tu act. It was only the weakest dose 
of all which produced no effect. The three strongest, too, had 
killed the blades alone of the grass, not the roots, which in 
about a fortnight sent up a new crop of deeply discoloured 
herbage, resembling that produced on their side by the nitrate of 
soda.” He states the experiment in a tabular form, from which 
it appears that the largest dose of nitric acid applied was eight 
drachms, the smallest half a drachm. Six and three drachms 
of nitrate of soda respectively were applied, and the largest 
effect of the whole was that produced by the six drachms of 
nitrate of soda. This experiment was made on the 22nd of Sep- 
tember, and on the 15i:h of November “the effect of the 
waterings was still very conspicuous, the grass so treated being 
not merely darker but thicker, and three times longer on the best 
lots than on the adjoining turf.” Having thus ascertained that 
nitric acid acts as manure, Mr Pusey proceeded with experi- 
ments, from which he dedaces this important result—that “ we 
may now assume, with unhesitating certainty, as a great law 
of Nature, that substances strengthen vegetation mainly by their 
contents of nitrogen.” And he adds this comment :— 

This law sheds at once an harmonious light over the scattered facts which 
the unlettered busbandman has learned while stil] groping in the darkness of 

If we look at the practice of manuring only, we find the most dis- 
similar eubstances applied to the suil—sprats or stickiebats here; woollen rags, 
or shoddy, or hornshavings there ; seaweed in another place, rapecake else- 
where. All these refuse matters, however, agree in containing undeveloped 
nitrogen. Again, lupines, sown for the purpose, are in some countries 
plougbed in as manure, as are the remains of the clover-crop, both also con- 
taining nitrogen undeveloped. In dung and in liquid manure the bitrogenous 
matter is partly combined with bydrogen, and has thus become ammonia. In 
other manures, as soot and gas-water, the pungent smell shows the full de- 
velopment of ammonia. Again nitrogen may combine not only with bydrogen 
to form an alkali, ammonia, but with oxygen also to forman acid. That 
acid, in whatever combination, whether with potach, soda, or lime, is equally 
active; may, as I have now shown, the consuming liquid itself is avie to 
nourish the tender herbage of the green lawn. This same law explains more- 
over not fertilising substances alone, but the fertility of the soil itself also 
throughout many wide tracts. Not only are the plains of Hindostan made 
fruitful by their native saitpetre, but the famous Tchornoi Z2m, or black earth, 
which over wide tracts around Tamboff bears wheat crops in endless succession, 
and wil! not endure to be dressed with dung, has been found by late aualysis 
to be charged with nitrogenous matter, the remains of living organisms. Nay, 
when poete tell us that battle-fields are rendered fertile for ages by patriot 
blood, we now understand scientifically this mournful memorial of human 
slaughter. 

The high priests of chemical science, however, “reluctantly admit 
two sources of nitrogen for plants, because it complicates their state- 
ments and multiplies their formule,” but their theories can be sub- 
mitted to experiment, and they must yield to demonstration. It is cer- 
tain that in the principal nitrogenous manures the nitrogen is mainly 
undeveloped, and Dr Voeicker thinks “ that nitrogenous manures are 
converted not into ammonia, but into nitric acid.” Here, then, is a 
field for turther investigation by the chemist ; the value ot nitrates 
to the husbandman is clearly proved. In confirmation of Mr Pusey’s 
views, M. Barra|, a French chemist, has ascertained that rain water 
contains considerable quantities ot nitric acid as well as ammonia: 
and Professor Way's eXperim: nts have fully confirmed that result. 
it would seem from the experiments of Mr Way, that assuming the

oyThe views thus disclosed will correct the practice of attempting to 
fix the ammonia of manures, which has not been found to repay the 
cost of so doing; it will also explain the reason of the value of 
wellemade manure. It has been proved that both nitric acid and 
ammonia are formed at the same time in fermenting manure, * for 
the very purpose, as it were, of combination.” “ This,” justly says 
Mr Pusey, “is certainly a remarkable effort of Nature to prevent 
waste of fertilising materials, but a lesson which in our domestic 
arrangements we can hardly be said to obey.” ‘This, too, seems to 
justify the west country practice of mixing lime with dunghills, 
hitherto so much blamed by agricultural chemists, ‘+ because lime 
decomposes salts of ammovia ;" but may not the _ undeveloped 
nitrogenous matter contained in the dung become uitrified through 
the mixture,” as in the French nitre beds? — 

In East Lothian, the money expended in portable manures— 
according to Mr Stevenson, whose essay appears in the present 
number of the Journal—may be taken at 12s to 188 per acre, and Mr 
George Hope, of Fenton Barns, in that county, in a communication 
to Mr Pusey, says, that on his farm of 660 acres, “ unless portable 
manures are applied at the rate of 1/ per acre over the whole farm, 
he cannot continue to farm at a profit.” Mr Hope had for some years 
been in the habit of applying nitrate as a top-dressing for clover and 
rye grass, which he has sown broad cast, say in April. He found 
that 180 lbs per acre was a fair allowance, but that a heavier crop 
was obtained at a less expense by 90 lbs of nitrate and 180 Ibs of 
Peruvian guano, and that was also better than double the quantity of 
guano by itself. Pai : 

The practical importance of this subject it is evident can scarcely 
be overrated. We must conclude with extracting the results of 
two experiments by Mr Pasey. Nitrate of soda as top-dressing was 
tried against guano, blood, and rape dust, on land which had been pur- 
posely exhausted by three successive white crops. The result is thus 
stated :— 

It will be seen that the natural produce of this land is very low—ouly 9 
bushels of wheat per acre, and that owing to the season the drilled manures 
were all but thrown away. The profit !:y the top-dressing of nitrate was, on 
the contrary, exceedingly high. On about 24 acres of wheat, 2 cwt of nitrate 
and 4 cwt of salt, costing less than 2/, gave about 34 quarters of grain, which 
at 57s sold for nearly 10/—in exact figures 91 17s. Last year I ventured to 
say that if nitrate could be reduced in price by one-half, a large additional 
home supply of wheat might be grown at 128 per quarter, This year, at the 
same price of nitrate, these extra 34 quarters stood me in less than that sum. 
It is curious that poor land, producing merely 9 bushels per acre, was enabled 
by 90 lbs of nitrate, costing with the salt 158, to grow 20 bushels per acre. So 
great an increase is, however, exceptional, nor would it be safe to take the 
average increase of wheat by the use of nitrate at more than 6 bushels per 
acre, but the poorer the land the greater will be found its efficacy. 

On a trial of nitrate of soda against sulphate of ammonia in growing 
turnips, . 

The result of the whole comparison appears to be this:—For grass-land, 
saltpetre is equal to guano if a smal! quantity of phosphates and perhaps of 
potash be added. For wheat it is probably inferior to guano if applied in 
autumn, because more liable to be washed down by rain, but preferable if used 
in spring, because less liable to evaporation in drought, and epring is appa- 
rently the beet season for giving purchased manures to wheat. For turnips 
superphoephate is superior generally to either guano or nitrate, and has the 
great advantage over both that it can be used with the water-drill, and that, 
being so used, it gives us in the south a rapid growth which makes up for our 
late seed-time; but if nitrogenous matter be also required, we now know that 
nitrate can be spread broadcast over turnip-iand as successfully as guano iteelf. 
We have, therefore, found a substitute for guano in the three great depart- 
ments of husbandry, the culture of grase, of roote, and of corn. 

Mr Pusey conciudes by urging ou merchants to seek for the sup- 
plies of nitrates, for which our agriculture will furnish large and 
increasing demands. 





“SPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS. 


(From Messrs Witherby and Hanson's Circular.) 
London, Jan. 24, 1854. 

Two direct cargoes of 1853 currants have arrived here since 7th 
inst., and a parcel trom Trieste. The clearances for home consump- 
tion continue on a reduced scale, showing that the wholesale houses 
have not yet been induced to replenish their stocks. As it is, how- 
ever, generally acknowledged that the public have taken off a larger 
quantity at Christmas than was generally anticipated, we may hope 
tor better clearances before long, for during the last ibree months of 
1853 only 960 tons were taken for consumption, against 3,440 tons in 
1852, and against 5,200 tons in 1851, during the like period. There 
are already symptoms in the market of a reaction from its long con- 
tinued depression. ‘There are very tew sellers of good old 1851 fruit, 
bat some sales were forced last week at fully 2Us to 25s per cwt be- 
low the highest rates of last year. The prospects for next crop are 
so manifestiy bad, as to lead to fears of the cultivation of the vines 
being likely ig many parts to be entirely abandoned, in consequence 
of the impoverishment and distress of the proprietors. The stock of 
really fine 1801 fruit cannot exceed 400 tons, mainly in heavy pack- 
ages, with no prospect of its increase. The arrivals of raisins since 
7th inst. consist principally of black raisins, about 4,000 baskets of 
Denias, and 60 tons of Valentias. The clearances exhibit an in- 
crease upon those of January, 1853. Daring the last three months 
of 1853 they were 3,260 tons, against 3,490 tons in 1852 during the 
same period. It is important to notice that the shipments to our 
colonies in all 1853 were 1,230 tons, chiefly Chesmes and Elemes 
This trade not being regulated, like the shipments to the Coutinen ¢ 
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by market fluctuations, but by the absolute necessities of a wealthy 

British population, will certainly recur this year, and probably 

to a greater extent, in which case there will some difficulty in 

procuring sufficient suitable fine fruit. In our last report all our 

quotations for raisins were strictly nominal, arising from the non- 

eee of any operations for several weeks past in any one descrip- 
on.

It is worthy of remark that much of this occurs in green 
teas. Of the congous there are comparatively few of really fine qua- 
lity, and those not up to last season’s; many of the second class chops 
are tarry and deficient in strength, which has caused teas of old im- 
port to be preferred, The deliveries are satisfactory, although only 
showing an increase of 2,000,000 lbs ; this is accounted for in the fall- 
ing off of the export demand, to which the high prices have been a 
considerable check. If this is taken into consideration, it will be seen 
that the home consumption is materially on the increase. The stock 
is again larger, but the increase does not occur in congou tea, as was 
the case last December.

London, Jaouary 20th, 1854. 

The retrospect of the past year in connection with the tea trade 
presents many points of interest, Not only has the long agitated 
and important question of a reduction in the duty been conceded, but 
& movement of a most remarkable character has commenced in China, 
which is stirring that ancient kingdom to its centre, the result of 
which, whether viewed morally, politically, or commercia!ly, none will 
venture to predict. Although at this moment the ordinary relations 
of the China trade are convulsed, and that they will most probably 
continue so fora long period during the anarchy which appears to be 
increasing, is perfectly true; yet, looking beyond the ordinary cir- 
cumstances generally attending all revolutions, to the time when peace 
shall have been restored, we eannot but anticipate an immense ex pan- 
sion of the trade, not only with England, but with the whole of the 
civilised world—an earnest of which has been already given, by the 
large shipments from the port of Foo Chow Foo, hitherto practically 
unopened. We must wait for a time to see the full beneficial effect of 
the reduction in the duty, when the price shall bave been sufficiently 
lowered to reach the great body of consumers and to stimulate con- 
sumption; for we feel confident that no fears need be entertained that 
the supplies will fall short of any demand that may hereafter be made 
upon them. Hitherto the alteration of the duty has resulted in a loss 
to the revenue without benefiting the mass of the people, for not only 
has the reduction of 44 per lb been too small to affect the general con- 
sumption, but other unexpected circumstances have combined to ad- 
vanee the bonded price even beyond the amount of that reduction. 
The proposed abolition of the duty in America may also have an im- 
portant influence on the future trade here; for, if carried out, it will 
result in the mutual interchange of surplus stocks between the two 
countries, to the benefit of both. The imports into the United King- 
dom have been 69,700,000 lbs against 64 700,000 lbs in 1852; the 
deliveries for home consumption, 58,500,000 Ibs against 55,100,000 lbs 
in 1852; the deliveries for exportation, 4.900,000 lbs against 6,700,000 
Ibs in 1852 ; the stock remaining on the 31st December was 56,700,000 
lbs against 50,400,000 lbs in 1852.

Birmingham, Jan, 25, 1854. 

The past year has been one of unusual importance in the corn trade 
to the nation at large, from the serious effects produced by a high price 
of bread upon the comfort of the working classes and the manufac- 
turing interests of the country. Notwithstanding the fact that a 
much less breadth of wheat than usual was sown, and the wetness 
of the season renderiog the prospect of an average produce per acre 
more uncertain than usual, the price of wheat, with various flactua- 
tions, receded from January to September 63 to 108 per quarter, and

our highest quotation for English on the Ist of the latter month was 
6s per 62 Ibs. It was, however, soon afterwards ascertained that the 
new crop was even more deficient in yield per acre than in the breadth 
planted, and by the beginning of October our prices had advanced to 
93 per 62 Ibs for the best quality of British growth ; and it 
had been the only country requiring foreign wheat, this price would 
in all probability have brought a sufficient supply to prevent further 
advance ; but it soon became amparent that the crops in France and 
Italy were likely to prove quite as d+ ficient as our own, and prices in 
those countries rose more rapidly than in Engiand ; so that instead 
-of supp'ying us largely as had hitherto been the case since 
the year 1847, the French and Italian merchants took a great 
portion of the — which were originally destined for 
the markets of a itain. These circumstances, combined with 
an enormous rise in freights, especially from the corn-shipping ports 
of the East of Europe, and the warlike rumours that poseaiied, 
together with the consequent withholding of their stocks by our farmere, 
caused a rapid and contiguous rise in this country, until wheat realised 
in December double the price obtainable three months before, accom- 
panied by a speedy decrease in the stocks of foreign wheat and flour in 
the different ports of the kingdom. At Gioucester they were reduced 
from over 100,000 quarters to less than half that quantity. Since 
Christmas, our farmers’ supplies have been more liberal, and we again 
venture the opinion that prices have touched the highest point unless 
interfered with by the renewed wants of other parts of Europe or the 
calamity of war. Shipments are in progress for England from France, 
Belgium, and Holland. It cannot, however, be denied that a great 
deal of excitement exists in the trade, similar to that which so exten- 
sively prevailed in the year 1847; andas so many of our large growers 
seem more determined to hold over their corn than even at that 
memorable and disastrous perivd, it is quite possible prices may for a 
time be driven up much higher than they are at present, notwithstand- 
ing the stock of English wheat in the hands of the farmers, added to 
the anticipated foreign supply, and what is held by millers, dealers, and 
merchants, are amply sufficient for the wants of the country until 
another harvest is secured.

Manebester, Jan, 21, 1854. 

Never, we believe, in the annals of the commercial history o! this 
country was a year ushered in with brighter promise than that which 
has so recently closed upon us. A combination of cireumstances the 
most favourable seemed ready to perpetuate and even enhance the 
prosperity of allclasses. We were in the enjoyment of all the ele- 
ments necessary to the yet fuller development of the immense resources 
of this country—trade and manufactures flourished—the necessaries 
of life were cheap and abundant—all classes of our people were cone 
tented and happy, with new fields opening for the extension of our 
commerce, and an influx of gold from, Australia and California, so 
great, that in the} minds of not a few it was feared the relations be- 
tween property and the precious metals wou!d be seriously disturbed, 
and the whole commercial system of the world revolutionised. During 
the first six months of the year nothing occurred to disturb this pros- 
perous couzse, when some rather serious misgivings arose as to the 
approaching harvest, coupled with increasing anxiety as to the 
desigas of Russia against Turkey, and an advance in the rate of dis- 
count, by the Bank of England, to 34 per cent.; still there was found 
a steadiness and vitality in commerce and manufactures to be ae- 
counted for only in the soundness which had characterised their course 
in years antecedent. From this time forward to the present moment 
we have had to contend with these adverse elements—dear food, dear 
money, and the peace of Europe threatened. The grain market has gra- 
dua'ly and steadily advanced until the average value of wheat, English 
with foreign, is not less than 84s per qr; money is enhanced to 5 per 
cent., and our re!ations with Kussia, day by day, are becomiug more 
complicated. Notwithstanding all these, there has been a progressive 
advance in almostevery branch of industry. Our exports for the year 
exceed those of that which preceded it by the enormous sum of sixteen 
millions, and its course has been marked by a freedom from diaster 
amongst the trading community, rarely, if ever before exp2rienced, 
even under the most favourable circumstances,

Liverpool, Jan. 21, 1854. 

The public sales just concluded were very numerously attended, in- 
cluding many of the leading buyers from the Continent. East India 
formed the great bulk of the iow woo!s brought forward; and, from 
the continued activity throughout the blanket districts, this deseription 
commanded more than usual attention, and, with some trifling excep- 
tions, the whole met with a ready sale; for the better qualities in white, 
yellow, and grey there was a very active competition, both by the 
foreign and home buyers ; on the first and last of these we quote an 
advance of fully 14d per ib; on good yellow of id per bb; and in all 
kinds below middle yellow of nearly $d per |b, on the average since 
our last public sales at the end of October. A large quantity of Egyp- 
tian was put up, but by far the greatest part was either bought in or 
withdrawn, many of the buyers not having seen them; the niiddle and 
lower kinds were in great request, and what was sold brought extreme 
prices. The principal part of the other low wools was also withdrawn. 
Most kinds of Australian woo!s were in good demand, and the prices 
obtained are about Id per lb above the average of last London sales. 
Port}Phil'ip and Van Diemen’s Land combing wools engaged less atten- 
tion, owing to the continued depression ithe Bradford district, and 
prices have, consequently, ruled lower lothing wools. 

From Messrs Lavino, Keun, and Co.'s Circular.) 
Smyrna, Jao. 7, 1854. 

The last month of the year 1853 closes in a very unsatistactory 
manner on our market, which, from the oldest record, has never la- 
boured under a more depressed and inactive state. In the month of 
August, which is the time when the best part of our crops are avail- 
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‘or shipment, prices have been high and well held, but from that 
ae to the end of the year they have gradually declined, and may be 
quoted just now as almost nominel. The stocks of goods are aon 
lating against an insignificant vent at losing rates for .holders, whilst 
bill operations amount weekly to so small a figure, that much inconve- 
nience is felt thereby by shippers, who find but a slow emission for their 
drafts for European exchanges. In fact, business, although so ex- 
tremely curtailed, is actually in the hands of a few firms enjoying & 
first-rate credit, and the greatest part of the commercial community 
is almost shut out at present from export operations. This state of 
things must be partly attributed to the dull and inanimate feeling of 
trade in general in Europe, and chiefly in Great Britain, and partly to 
the present state of political affairs in the East. A peaceabie solution 
of the war and a reaction in the present state of business is most ear- 
nestly locked after; and it is most confidently expected that should the 
first point be speedily settled, that the second will naturally follow. 
Shipping is always very scarce, and races of freight extremely high.

New Orleans, Dec. 31, 1853. 

The fluctuations in our cotton market during the last three weeks 
have been inconsiderable, prices being now nearly the same as in my 
last circular of the 12th current. Although the foreign advices have 
rather di-appointed buyers, the sales have averaged 39,000 bales per 
week, and have been sufficient to prevent the accumulation of stock in 
factors’ hands. The purchases for the Eng'ish market have not been 
general, the transactions having been confined t» two or three parties, 
who anticipate an advance in the Liverpool market from the continued 
decrease in our receipts and exports; but buyers from United States 
spinners. French and continental markets, have been more active. 
Some 4,000 to 5 000 bales have been taken on speculation for planters’ 
account. The total sales sum up 117.000 bales, of which 43,000 have 
been taken during the last week. The market closes ow at the 
following quotations:—Ordinary to good ordinary, 47- 16d to 4 13-16d; 
low middling to middling, 5 3-16d to 5 9-16d; good middling, 
3 15-16d; middling fair to fair, 6jd to 6gd per |b, tree on board ship, 
freight included. Receipts at all the ports are now 874.000 bales, 
against 1,394.000 bales; exports to Great Britain, 247,00) bales, 
against 514.000 bales; exports to France, 63,000 bales, against 87,000 
bales. Freights, which at the last dates were at 11-16d to Liverpool, 
advanced to 13-16d,and are now firm at jd for eotton, and 6s for 
flour. To Havre six ships have been taken at lye for cotton, and 
1 dol 45c for flour: 19 vessels are now loading for that port. Ex- 
changes—Both sterling and francs are very dull; the former range 
from 8 to 9 per ceut. premium: franes, 5.20 to 5.25 per dollar; New 
York, sight to 60 days’ sight, par to 2 per cent. discount. Of the Crop 
—The decrease in the receipts, which at the date of my last circular 
was 465,000 bales, is now 520,000 bales, and there is every probability 
that it will reach 625,000 bales before the falling off wiil be abated. 
This continued diminution in our receipts has tended to confirm the 
opinions of those who are operating on the belief that the crop will 
not exceed 2,800,000 bales, and are calculating on a considerable sienes 
in the foreign markets, when the presentadvices reach Liverpool and 
Havre. There is some prospect of the Yazoo, Arkansas, and Red 
Rivers now becoming navigable, a slight rise in those streams having 
been reported, and I anticipate in the course of the next two months 
a considerable accession in our receipts and stocks. If the foreign 
markets do not advance beyond the last quotations, some decline from 
our present prices may be anticipated, although I fear that the ma- 
rity of the limits transmitted from England wi!l be impracticable.

Liverpool, Jan. 24, 1854. 

For the first six months of 1853 business generally, and with it the 
cotton industry, flourished beyond all former precedent; this made it 
possible to support prices of cotton at a comparatively high level, al- 
though the last two crops exceeded any previous one b many hun- 
dred thousand bales. ith the summer came the check, more per- 
ceptible here and in France than on the remainder of the Continent, 
owing to the threatened deficiency in the grain crops. It held on to 
the end, so that if it had not been for the large excess in the deliveries 
during the first part of the year, the deficiency would have been more 
marked, These disturbing causes are, however, only of a temporary 
nature, and if we look at the beginning and at the end of the annexed 
series of years, it presents a very gratifying and steady increase of 
this most important of all textile manufactures, to which, in spite of 
its extraordinary extension, no limit appears as yet assignable. It 
may be interesting to observe the growth of the supply and of the 
cosumption during the last 14 years, divided into averages of our 
series of 7 years, viz.:—

Thus the consumption keeps up fully with the increased supply, 
and if the latter were even larger, and much larger, the former would 
soon approach it. It is, however, remarkable that the United States 
are the only quarter of the globe where the cultivation of this essential 
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material is at all attended to, and extended in a manner necessary to the 
well ce of so many interested in the manufacture, and it is highly 
gratifying that the American planter should have found in the reward 
of his labours during the last years a stimulus to farther exertions. 


Foreiqn Correspondence. 


From our Paris Oorrespondent. 
Paris, Jan. 26, 1854. 

It has been reported that the last despatches from Petersburg wero 
of a more peaceful tenor ; but it is an illusion, and if the Czur affect 
to be moderate, it is only to gain time and. to regain his influence 
over the Cabinets of Berlin and Vienna, M. de Kisseleff presented 
yesterday an official note from his Government demanding explana- 
tions about the presence of the allied fleets in the Black Sea, and the 
part they will play there. Willthey be completely neutral between 
the Russian and Turkish fleets, preventing both from fighting? But 
the Czar does not answer the notes which were sent to St 
Petersburg in the names of the English and French Cabinets, 

M. Drouynde Lhuys has already answered that the French Cabinet 
had no explanation to give, and he insisted upon a decisive 
answer from the Emperor of Russia. But we must again wait twenty 
days before we can have another answer from Petersburg ; and the 
Czar thus gainstime to make preparations and direct soldiers towards 
the south of his vast empire. His situation is more favourable by 
avoiding to declare war and to recali his ambassador. The laws of 
nations do not allow of an attack upon a fleet or an army without de. 
clariog war previously, and the Czar imagines that the two fleets 
would not dare engage in a naval fight with the Russian fleet when 
war had not been declared. 

Our Government is now quite determined on war, and it seems 
in perfect understanding with the English Cabinet. Though a levy 
of orly 40,000 soldiers has been decreed, it takes measures to obtain 
immediately 120,000 new soldiers. It is true that our army wants 
thes» reinforcements. So many furloughs have been granted, that 
the French army is reduced to about 350,000 soldiers. But what 
is more important than the actual presence of the recruits, is the 
preparations which have been made to equip immediately an army of 
1,200,000 if it were necessary; so that one month’s time would be 
sufficient to have a powerfn! army, by the recall of all the soldiers 
who have obtained furloughs, but who have not finished their time 
of service. 

It isdecided that an expedition of 40,000 soldiers will be sent to 
Constantinople as soon as war shall be officially declared. It will be 
commanded by General Canrobert and General Pelissier. Several 
regiments have already received orders to march towards Toulon. 
All the railway companies must take their measures in order to 
transport troops. As it willbe difficult to obtaina sufficient number 
of steamers in France to convey immediately such a body of troops, 
the French Government hae applied to England, and it is probable 
that a certain number of English steamers will be placed at the dis- 
posal of our Government for the conveyance of the troops. 

The probabilities of war have thrown great uneasiness over every 
sort of business, Grave apprehensions are entertained of commercial 
failures at the end of this month. Many manufacturers had taken 
engagements for the end of January, as they reckoned for the pay- 
ment upon the result of the month of December; but they have 
not sold one-half of their products, so that they will not be allina 
position to meet their engagements, 

Not only has the Bank of France decided to raise its rate of discount 
from 4 to 5 per cent., but it is become very cautious in its discounts, 
and it is probable that it will soon return to the legal tender, or cours 
forcé of the Bank notes. Its builion is reduced at this moment to about 
250 million of francs, and its circulation of notes exceeds 600 millions. 
If war be declared, the Government will want money, and, being 
unable to obtain a public loan, will apply to the Bank, which will be 
obliged to advance a sum of 200 millions of francs ; so this establish. 
meut is compelled to reserve ail its resources tor this impending 
eventuality. There is still a report of an approaching nomination of 
M. Emile Periere as Governor of the Bank in place of M. Dargout. 

The public funds are continually offered upon the market, and 
money becomes very scarce. Many capitalists have sold out all their 
public securities, as they consider a war as certain, and they suppose 
that the public securities will again decline.

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WHEAT IN FARMERS’ HANDS. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 

Srr,—tin a recent number of the Economist, there was a statement 
of the quantity of wheat brought to market, in those towns where the 
average is taken, during the fourjfirst months after the harvests of 1852 
and 1853. Now, no one doubts the great deficiency in the last year’s 
wheat crop; but if you were to form an opinion of it, or of the quan- 
tity of wheat in the farmers’ hands, by the very short supplies which 
have been brought to market since last harvest, you might be led to a 
very erroneous conclusion. All persons acquainted with the habits of 
farmers know that, as a body, theyalways speculate most when corn is 
dear, and I have nodoubt whatever that they have been and are specu- 
lating in wheat very largely. We must not forget that all see 
tural produce has for some time past brought much more than an 
average price; wool, meat, spring corn, have all been selling well, so 
that the farmer has been able to meet his pecuniary demands without 
going much to his wheat stacks. At theclose of last harvest there 
was a much larger proportion than usual of old wheat in the farmers’ 
hands, and the far greater portion of the very limited supp! which 
has been brought to market since harvest has conristed of old wheat. 
There is a considerable quantity still in the hands of many farmers, 
and I am inclined to think that the stock of wheat of all kinds now 
in the farmers’ hands is very little less than usual at this time of year, 
and with a fair prospect of next year’s crop, 1 look forward to much 
lower prices before another harvest. I have not forgotten 1847. 
After the harvest of that year I bought quantities of wheat at 63 a 
bushel, which a few months before were worth from 13s to l4s a 
bushel; and should the next harvest be an average one, I think that 
much of last year’s produce will be bought at 5s to 6s a bushel. The 
farmers will be sure to speculate till after the high prices are gone— 
the alteration in price now takes place so rapidly to what it did 
under the Corn Law. With a good supply of our own growth, and 
an unrestricted supply of foreign, the fall is sorapid that speculators 
cannot save themselves. What ruin there was in the trade in 1847! 
Almost all the country millers have for some time past been using 
half foreign wheat, instead of one-fourth or one-fifth, which is their 
usual proportion; so that let writers in newspapers say what they 
will about the supply brought to market by farmers, the millers know 
that they have not had it.—I am, Sir, your constant reader,

STRIKES AND Lock-ouTs.—The Council of the Society for the encouragement 
of Arte, Manufactures, and Commerce, having had the recent disputes between 
employers and employed in the manufacturing districts under their serious 
consideration, are of opinion that this society may be made, in some degree, 
instrumental in promoting a clear knowledge of the facts and principles in- 
velved in the questions at issue, and may offer a neutral ground upon which 
both parties may fairly and temperately discuss the best modes of either pre- 
venting the outbreak of such disastrous quarrels, or terminating them as 
speedily and satisfactorily as possible to al/ parties, when they arise. The 
council, therefore, propose, in the first place, to hold a conference, to which 
they will invite the General Associations of masters and operatives at Man- 
chester, and the local Associations of masters and operatives at Preston, to send 
each a representative. They also propose to invite to the conference an equal 
number of those who took the most prominent part on either side of the late 
dispute among the mechanical engineers. They have fixed upon Monday, the 
30th day of January, for holding the Conference, at-the Society’s house, John 
street, Adelphi.

HEALTH OF LONDON DURING THE WEEK.—The Registrar-General reports 
that the health of London has experienced a favourable change. A milder 
atmosphere has reduced the deaths from 1,492 registered in the preceding 
week, to 1,195 in the week that ended un Saturday. A rise in mean tempera- 
ture from 29 deg. in the last week of 1858, and 30:2 deg. in the first week of 
the pew year, to 37°5 deg. and 42°2 deg. in the last two weeks, has been fol- 
lowed by a decrease in the mortality of about 300. In the ten weeks corre- 
sponding to last week of the years 1844-53, the average number of deaths was 
1,142, which, raised in proportion to the increase of population, becomes 1,256.

Last week the births of 845 boys and 855 girls, in all 1,700 children, were 
registered in London. In the nine corresponding weeks of the years 1845-53 
the average number was 1,451.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


FRANCE. 

The trade of Paris, which has been so long suffering, received a 
fresh shock within the last few days by the announcement that the 
Directors of the Bank of Franee had unexpectedly raised the rate of 
discount. This measure, though unavoidable, in consequence of the 
rapid decrease in the specie deposited in the coffers of the Bank, and 
which perhaps had better been adopted at an earlier period, must 
nevertheless seriously affect the struggling tradesman. Business is 
pearly at a full stop in ali branches of manufactures. The more the 
danger of a war with Russia becomes imminent the more difficult it 
is to effect sales. Many commission agents, who had merely sus- 
pended their orders, now declare the impossibility of renewing them, 
and the manufacturers are consequently endeavouring by all means 
to diminish their production. The majority of the Paris houses have 
curtailed their hours of work, and even so can scarcely find employ- 
ment for their operatives. The period of the year has now arrived at 
which foreign orders generally arrive, but as yet none have been re- 
ceived, except a few from the United States and South America not 
worth speaking of. The accounts from the provinces are likewise 
unfavourable. The manufacturers of Rouen and Mulhouse are ef- 
fecting a few sales, but on very disadvantageous terms considering 
the high price of the raw material. The silk manufacturers of Lyons 
are prosperous as compared with the tradesmen in other towns. There 
have been numerous purchases of silk and velvet made by foreigners, 
independent of orders received which will give employment to all 
their hands during the remainderfof the winter. The price of flour 
remains nearly the same as it was eight days since. It varies from 
101f to 107f the sack of 157 kilogrammes, according to the quality. 
The millers, who endeavoured to force sales, were compelled to sub- 
mit to a reduction of If. Sales were easily effected on those terms. 
The baker, who still decline to retain any large stock on hand, re- 
lieve the Paris market by their daily purchases. On the other hand, 
the millers have fouod it necessary to cease to grind for some time 
past from want of water. The rain which has fallen in the country 
since the last frost, has, it is said, caused considerable injury to the 
youog wheat. The contract for supplying the hospitals with 2,240 
quintels of flour of the first quality was taken last week at 66t fi8c 
the 100 kilogrammes, or 99f 13c the sack of 157 kilogrammes. The 
price of wheat is well maintained in Paris. The sack of 117 kilo- 
grammes is quoted at 52f firm.

Shou'd this proposition be approved of, the growth and 
sale of tobacco will be thenceforth permitted throughout the islands 
by all persons duly licensed. The following duties will be jevied on 
foreign tobacco, when imported into the islands :—Raw tobacco, 
Rs. 600 (3s) per lb ; cigars and cheroots, Rs. 800 (4s) per lb ; snuff, 
Rs. 900 (4s 6d) per lb. Soap will beadmitted throughout the kingdom 
under the following duties :—Hard soap, Rs. 25 (14d) per Ib ; soft 
soap, Rs. 20 (14d) per ib ; cakes, Rs. 100 (5$4) per Ib. The contract 
of tobacco is to cease altogether in every part of the kingdom in 1858, 
as soon as the existing one expires, and the same rate of duties will 
then be levied on all importations. These measures are provident and 
expedient in themselves, and will be hailed with delight, as they 
destroy the most oppressive monopolies, All that is required is to 
find a substitute for the large revenue hitherto derived from them. 
With respect to the soap (about 25,000! per annum), the decrease will 
be more than compensated by the duties on importation, and an 
additional per centage on the decimas, excise, aad customs. 





TURKEY AND RUSSIA. 

From the seat of war, no fresh intelligence of an important charac- 
ter has reached us this week, but we learn that tne threatened 
attack on Kalifat by the Russian troops has not yet been made. The

The energetic conduct of the Western Powers has produced that 
effect, and might lead to an arrangement without wounding too much 
the national amour propre.

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CUMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


It is understoed that among the commercial reforms contemplated 
by the French Government, the establishment of the system of bonded | 
ware comprised in the proposal for the construction of the 
Napoleon Docks at Paris is likely to be carried forward. The con- 
cession for these docks, which was given some time back to a public 
company, embraces the exclusive privilege for the issue of warrants 
analogous to those issued in this country for goods in bond, aad 
which constitute a facility to trade hitherto unknown in France. 
They are to apply alike to goods liable to the octroi duty and to these 
which come under the general customs laws; and, as the annual 
value of the articles of raw material and consumption, together with 
that of free goods, that enter Paris is estimated, even under the 
existing arrangements, at 40,000,000/, of which one-half at least are 
likely to be warehoused, the measure would be of a momentous 
character. 

There was’a special meeting of the proprietors of the Unien Bank 
of Australia on Monday. The net profits of the bank for the last six 
months were 164,693/, from which the directors recommended a 
dividend at the rate of 20 per cent. for the half year. This is an 
enormous rate of dividend. 

A meeting of the Port Phillip Gold Mining Company was held on 
Tuesday. It was stated that the expenditure had been considerably 
reduced, and that the available assets were 60,7007. 


At a meeting of the shareholders of the British Australian Gold ° 
Company on Tuesday, it was stated that the amount paid upon shares 
was 61,0312, of which there remains in this coustry about 10,400/ 
and in Australia 15,000/, exclusive of machinery, stores, &c-, the 
other portion of the capital having been expended in ordiaary outlay. 
After some discussion an adjournment was arranged, to give the di- 
rectors the opportunity ot obtaining full information before ultimately 
deciding whether the undertaking shall be further prosecated or 
abandoned, 

A special meeting of the Australasian Gold Mining Company was 
held on Tuesday, when it was determined to wind up the affairs. 
The original number of shares was 10,000 of 107 each, 27 having been 
paid as the first instalment; of these 8,000 were allotted in this 
country, and 2,000 were reserved for the colony; but the whole of 
the Jatter were net taken up, se that the sum actually subseribed 
was 19,220/ Tire assets, exclusive of all payments, were J2,800/, 
which would aliow aretura of about 263 per share. 

At a meeting of the United Mexican Mining Association, held on 
Wednesday, is was agrved to raise 21 ,500/,in the shape of au advance 
of 103 per share, the amount subscribed to bear interest at the rate 
of 5 per cent., payable out of the assets previously to the declaration 
of a dividend, with o'her preferential contingencies.

granted to foreign ships.

On the 20th inst., the Piedmontese Chamber of Deputies fmally 
passed the bill for repealing the import duties on corn. 


From December 10 to January 4 uot less than 83 vessels left Con- 
stantinople for France, leaded with corn, taking at least 500,000 
hectolitres; an equal number of vessels had sailed for other ports of 
Karope; and a vast number were still to take in a similar lading, up 
to the beginning of February. 

Judgment wasgiven on Thursday in the Vice-Chancellor’s Court 
on an important question regarding the liability of shareholders in 
joint stock compauies completely iegistered. A shareholder of the 
Sea Assurance Company, which was dissolved in 1850, and o: dered 
to be brought under the provisions of the Winding-up Acts of 1848 
and 1849, was sued at the instance of the official manager for pay- 
ment of a fresh call, although he had previously paid the amount of 
his shares in full, and there were many shareholders who trad paid 
only part; while at the same time the company's deed provided that 
beyond the actual amount of their subscription no shareholders 
should be liabie for any further call. The decision of the Vice- 
Chancellor was, that thecal! could not be made, and that, waless upon 
some special grounds, such as did not appear to exist in the pres-nt 
case, no further liability could be entorced. In stating this comeiusien, 
he dwelt also upon the Joint Stock Companies Act in a manner 
which went far to indicate that its bearmgs afford more of the 
advantages of the system of limited partnership than has hitherto 
been su 

Ata meetmg of merchants and others interested in the trade of 
Australia, held on Thursday, resolutions were passed on the necessity 
for increased facilities for steam communication with that country, 
and a petition to Parliameut on the subject was adupted.

Turs is a very readable na solid number of the “ Quarterly.’ The 
political article on “Turkey and Russia,” with which it concludes, is 
p'ainly, fairly, and methodically written. It gives a narrative view of the 
who'e proceedings, and discusses the resources andthe probable future 
fate of Turkey. It is by no means favourable to Russia; it cannot be said 
even—though of course it slightly censures our Government—to be 
hostile, as might be expeeted froma Tory journal, after the fashion of the 
Standard and Herald, to the Ministry. The article may be read with 
advantage by all, as acalm and correct description of negotiations which 
seem likely to end in a contest, Two articles on “ Memoirs of King 
Joseph ” and on “M. Guizot,” particularly the former, are tinctured with 
the strong political opinions of the “Quarterly” about Bonaparte 
and about France, but both are full of interesting information. One 
tells us a good deal about France, ber literary and scientific men, since 
1805, when M. Guizot first went to Paris, and the other about the 
Bonapartes. The notice of “the Life and Works of Gray ” is full of 
anecdotes of that accomplished scholar and great poet, and of his asso- 
ciates and friends. We have learned from it much more of Gray thanwe 
knew before, Nor is it destitute of great moral value, by showing from 
the conduct of Mason how loose was the literary morality of the time. 
From the articles concerning “the Missions of Polynesia,” “ Religion 
of the Chinese Rebels,” and “ Castren’s Travels amongst the Lapps,” 
which are all pervaded by a religious feeling, many strange things may 
be learned of the different diversities of human nature, which has 
in it yet more than has ever been noticed or dreamed of by modern 
philosophy. If we had room, we should be tempted to quote some of 
the anecdotes of the Russian-Lapp women and the natives of the Tonga 
and other islands of the Pacific, but we must merely say that these 
articles are full of interest. We have nota very high opinion of the 
article on “ Humboldt’s Cosmos,” which is toomuch of the catalogue 
character to be worthy of its great theme. It is, however, learned, plain, 
and useful. The number on the whole is neither sparkling, subtie, nor 
profound, like some of its contemporaries, but it is pleasing, plain, 
agreeable, and instructive.

Me Kwicut has drawn ly on fhis reading and on his re 
collection, but not so largely on the latter as on the former 
for the matter of these two interesting volumes. From the title 
nobody would guess the contents. ‘They are descriptions of society 
at former periods—once on a time—and especially society in 
London, and can be read with great profit as well as great 
pleasure. Though poetry and music once upon a time were the 
staple of amusement in London life, and every barber touched his 
cittern—(the poetry has been preserved, albeit not so common, 
thaps, as formerly—the musicjbas disappeared)—yet the progress 
been from rudeness, brutality, and cruelty, to civility, mutual 
rsonal respect, and kindness ; and the manners and the morals of 
on once on atime were as inferior as its coaches, roads, and 
torches, were to our cabs, railways, macadamised streets, and gas 
lights. Inventions and moral improvements have gone hand-in-hand 
with the increase of population; and London, with its two million 
people, is in all respects more moral, more decent, as well as better 
illuminated and better provided with all physical conveniences, than 
was London once on a time when its population was half-a-million or 
only 200,000. It is pleasant to have such a very important truth 
impressed on the mind by a long series of agreeable anecdotes derived 
from the wits, poets, moralists, and painters of former ages. We 
cannot help thinking, as we read it, that each age has its own 
peculiar vices, and that these are very generally the consequences of 
attempts to suppress pre-existing vices or supposed vices. In the 
time of the Ist Charles and the Commonmealth, and subsequently, the 
pe religion taught the middie classes, particularly the shop- 
pers of London, to believe that poetry and music were profane. 
They were banished as irreligious, and sottishness and brutality 
became the vice of the next generation. In the reign of George 
Il, and in the early part of the reign of his successor, great 
cruelty was employed to repress theft and violations of property, 
almost innumerable statutes were passed to hang or imprison 
men for one kind of larceny or anotber, and in the after 
period, teste Mr Knight, to rob became an acknowledged pro- 
fession. Even now many thefts from which we suffer are the con- 
Sequences of the array of penal laws enacted by our immediate 
ancestors to repress the crime, In putting an end to one evil by law we 
create another, for it seems equally true of vice and crime as of the 
poor, that they shall never be absent from the land. Very often we 
can trace them to the exertions dictated by virtues or opinions of 
which we are most proud. We moralixe because Mr Knight’s book 
is essentially a book, by its contrast of the past with the present, to 
moralise upon. If ali Nature hold not another quarry “ half so fair as 
man to man,” what greater theme can there be than a careful contrast 
of the manners and morals of the past with those of the present, 
~ i out to all how society improves as men and women fill the 
land, f{ course improvement is ascribed to improved polity, better 
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watching, better lighting, better police, better laws; but the better 
laws, i sapeorel police, the more brilliant illumination of our 
cities—all have their origin in the wants and increasing knowledge of 
an increasing multitude of people. We quote one passage to show 
bow well Mr Knight handles his subject:— 
LONDON ONCE ON A TIME. Pieper eyes ee 
He who would see London well must be » pedestrian. Gay as left us 
the most exact as well as the most lively picture of the external London of a 
hundred and tweuty years ago, is enthusiastic in his preference for walking :— 
“Let others in the jolting coach confide, 
Or in the Jesky boat the Thames divide, 
r, box’d within the chair, contemn the street, 
And trust their safety to another’s feet : 
Still let me walk.” 
But what a walk has he described! He sets out, as what sensible man would 
not, with his feet protected with “ firm, well-hammer’d soles ;” but if the shoe 


be too big, ” 
“ Each stone wil! wrench th’ unwary step aside. 
This, we see, is a London without trostoirs. The middle of a paved street was 
generally occupied with the channel; and the sides of the carriage way were 
fall of absolute holes, where the ricketty coach was often stuck as in a quag- 
mire. Some of the leading streets, even to the time of George II., were almost 
as impassible as the avenues of a new American town. The only road to the 
Houses of Parliament before 1750 was through King street and Union street, 
* which were in so miserable a state, that fagots were thrown into the ruts on 
the days on which the King went to Parliament, to render the passage of the 
state coach more eary. The present Saint Margaret's sirct: was formed out of 
a thoroughfare known a8 Saint Margaret’s lane, which was eo narrow that 
pales were obliged to be placed, four feet high, between the foot-path and 
the coach-road, to preserve the passengers from injury, and from being covered 
with the mud which was splashed on all sides in abundance.” The pales here 
preserved the passengers more ¢ffectually than the posts of other thorough- 
fares. These poste, in the principal avenues, constitated the only distinction 
between the foot-way and the carriage-wey; for the epace within the posts 
was as uneven as the epace without. This inner space was sometimes so 
narrow, that only one person could pass at a time, and hence those contests 
for the wall that filled the streets with the vociferations of anger, and the din 
of assaulting sticks, and sometimes the clash of naked eteel. Dr Johnson de- 
cribes how those quarrels were common when he firet came to London; and 
how at length things were better ordered. But ths change mustin great part 
be imputed to the gradual improvement of the streets. Ia Gay’s time there 
was no safety hut within the poste, 
“Though expedition bids, yet never stray 
Where no ranged posts defend the rugged way : 
Here laden carts with thundering waggons meet, 
Wheels clash with wheels, and bar the narrow street.” 
In wet and gusty weather the unhappy walker heard the crazy signs swinging 
over his head, as Gulliver describes the R-d Lion of Brentford, The spouts of 
every house were streaming at his feet, or drenching his laced hat and his 
powdered wig with uapitying torrents. At every step some bulk or shop-pro- 
jection narrowed the narrow road, and drove him against the coach wheels. 
The chairmen, if there was room to pase, occupied ali the epace between the 
wall avd the posts. The “ hooded maid” came sometimes gingerly along, with 
pattens and umbrella (then exclusively used by women), and of courtesy he 
must yield the wall. The emall-coal map, and the sweep, and the barber took 
the wall, in asser‘ion of their clothes-soiling prerogative; and the bully thrust 
bim, or was himeelf thrust, “ to the muddy kennel’s side.” The great rule for 
the pedestrian was,— 
“Ever be watchful to maintain the wall.” 
The dignity of the wll, and its inconveniences, were as old as the time of 
James and Charles. Donne, in hie first Satire, describes the difhoulties of one 
who took the wall:— 
—— me - the street ; Samet. 
tmprovident roud, to wall, 
ialen impelened ant haumed in by me, 
Sells for a little state his liberty.” 

The streets, in the good old times, often presented obetructions to the pedes- 
trian which appear to us like the wonders of some unknown region. In the 
more recent unhappy days of public executions the wayfarer passed up Lad- 
gate hill with an eye averted from the Old Bailey ; for there, as mora- 
ing came, duly hung some three, and it may be six, unhappy vic ofa 
merciless code, judicially murdered according to our better notions. Then was 
the rush to see the horrid sight, and the dense crowd pouring away from it; 
and the pickpocket active under the gallows; and the business of life inter- 
rupted for a quarter of an hour, with little emotion even amongst the steady 
walkers who heeded not the spectacle: it was a thing of course,

The National Bank of Belgium has raised its rate of discount 
from 2 to 3 per cent. 

Oar latest account of the money market of New York says :— 

Trade generally has not been active, though it must be conceded that there 
ie & fair business going forward in nearly all departments for the season, aud 
prices, with a few unimportant exceptions, are sustained with much firmness. 
The demand for money continues active, and the rates show no decline, not- 
withstanding the large sums which have been paid into new hands as the pro- 
cveds of the last hall-yearly dividends. The rates of interest have, indeed, 
apperently from a temporary extra demand, slightly advanced, though 9 to 10 
per cent. may still be quoted as the current rates for short prime paper, and 6 
to 7 percent. on call. The last weekly statement of the City Banks is highly 
favourable. After increasing their discount jines for the previous seven weeks, 
at the average rate of about a million of dollars a week, the exhibit of the 
present week shows aslight decrease, while in the specie circulation and de-

We are glad to learn that the paragraph which appeared in our 


journal a fortnight ago, relative toa new species of fraud which had 
sprang up in the East, principally at Constantinople, has excited, 
ss we hoped it would, the attention of the honourable mercantile 
community of Holland. TheChamber of Commerce at Rotterdam 
has taken the matter up, and at least it will now be thoroughly 
investigated. If we are not misinformed, direct communications 
have taken place between that body and parties in London deeply 
interested, which renders it wnnecessary for us to state further 
particulars, for which an application has been made. We shall 
only say, therefore, that the fraud has already been extensively 
carried on, not less than twenty cargoes of corn for the West of 
Europe having been, without due publicity or adequate reason, 
disposed of at Constantinople, the arrival of the vessels there 
never having been entered in any shipping list, and they have 
been afterwards found taking in other cargoes at Odessa at 
largely increased freights. The parties who have suffered here 
have entered into an agreement to prosecute their claims in con- 
junction, and they will obtain at least a public inquiry and a 
public exposure of the delinquents. Though Dutch vessels are 
deeply implicated, vessels of several other countries are also im- 
plicated ; but no English vessel, we are assured, has been con- 
cerned in any such fraudulent procedings. 
A commercial letter from Rotterdam, of the 24th, states :— 
As our navigation is not wholly free yet, in consequence of the ice, and com- 
mercial business, consequently, not restored yet to its u-ual activity, our markets 
preseut nothing very interesting to mention, except the announcement of the 
Trading Company's spring sales, viz.:—On the 16th March, at Amsterdam, 
63,147 baskets of Java sugar; on the 23rd March, at Amsterdam, 104,399 
bundles of rattams; on the 27th March, at Rotterdam, 123,758 bags coffee ; 
and on the 30th March, at Amsterdam, 175,971 bags coffee. Mostly ali 
articles of colonial produce are in demand, especially rice. Our stock market 
since Saturday has undergone a serious change, but closes to-day a little 
better. In the corm market the only advance is in buckwheat ; the other 
articles unvaried.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 


FRIDAY EVENING. 
The corn trade at Mark lane was dull to-day at Monday’s prices. 
Persons desirous ot effecting sales could only succeed by 1 accepting 
lower terms. The arrivals in London from Jan. 22, 1854, to Jan. 
26, 1854, were of home-grown wheat 1,510 qrs, barley 5,780 qrs, 
oats 810 qrs, flour 2,190 sacks; of foreign wheat 9,390 qrs, barley 
400 qrs, oats 1,790 qrs, and 3,060 sacks and 10,150 bris of four. The 
average -_ ce of the week ending th e26th inat. is 82s 4d ; and, 
though the poor suffer unavoidably from such a rise, there are fewer 
complaints and less distress than at any former period within recol- 
lection when such a rise occurred. 
Of foreign floating cargoes Mr Rainford, the successor of Mr 
Mongredien, informs us that the prices realised for cargoes of Black 
Sea aad Mediterranean wheats have been in some cases higher than 
those of the preceding week, in others about the same, but no great 
amount has changed hands. In floating cargoes 76s has again been 
paid for new Galatz, 74sfor Sandomirka, 683 for Roumelia (soft), and 
65s for hard Roumelia. Odessa Ghirka has sold at 74s, Egyptian 
S:ide wheat has fetched 563 31 to 583, Behara 56s, the “ George 
Reynolds,” mentioned last week, sold at 55s, Berdianski 80s. For 
arrived Berdianski, fine condition, by the “ Jane and Elizabeth,” 82s 
was obtained. The arrivals off coast since last Friday have been five 
cargoes, of which four were previously disposed of, and one since. 
Indian corn is in demand: Mezagan, floating, hss been sold at 478 to 
49s, Odessa ot 54s, There have been three arrivals on coast, all 
previously sold. 
Oar advices from the Continent state that at Amsterdam on the 
25th there was a slight decline in the price of wheat. At 
Hamburg, however, on the 24th, with otherwise quiet markets, 
there was rather an increased demand for wheat at somewhat 
improved prices. From Antwerp, of the 2ist, we are told that the 
arrival of about 20 vessels from abroad, the greatest number that 
has arrived at one time since the harvest, had depressed prices for 
& moment, which immediately brought forward a large number of 
purchasers, and the market recovered its former firmness, Other- 
Wise the continental markets are generally much as they were, 
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market has been firm the week, with consi- 
disci tacts doing, but closes less active. The deliveries for 
home consumption, both in London and at the principal outpo ports, 
have, in the few weeks of the present year, considerably exceed 
those of 1853, the excess being probably in part owing to entries for 
wing or distillation.

ending December $1, 1853, were 212,746 tons, and the consumption 200,610 
tone, against a consumption of foreign of 196,558 tons in 1852, 181,047 tons 
in 1851, and 143,045 tons in 1850, being only an increase of 4,057 tons in 1853 
over the consumption of 1852, or afraction over 2 per cent., while the total 
consumption of foreign and domestic cane sugar in 1853 (assuming the stock 
of Louisiana, &c., lst January each year to be equal), is 372,989 tone, 
or an increase of nearly 184 per cent. over the total consumption of 1852; 
and though the receipts of foreign were greater than ever before recorded, 
yet owing to the unprecedented crop of domestic, the consumption of 
foreign descriptions was but little larger than ip 1852, the bulk of the 
excess of imports having been shipped to Europeen ports, leaving a 
stock of foreign of 14,020 tons, against 18,212 tds 31st December, 1852. The 
increaee in the consumption of the United States, for the last few years, has 
been at the rate of 9 tol0 percent. per anoum, but this increase has been 
nearly doubled the past year, though almost wholly made up of sugar of 
domestic growth. This large increase is doubtless attributable, in a measure, 
to the great and general prosperity that has pervaded all classes, especially 
the egricultural and the labouring interests, and which has placed the article 
within the reach of many consumers, whose ability has been hitherto restricted, 
or that have been wholly debarred from its use. 

The great increase of sugar, the growth of the States, which has 
enabled them to dispense with a large increase of supply from 
abroad, and has thrown part of that intended for their consumption 
on the European markets, helps to explain the condition of the 
sugar market in Europe, which has excited some surprise in the 
last year. 

Coffee has fallen considerably. Native Ceylon, which was at 503, 
has been done at 48s, a little panic having seized the holders, 
Yesterday and to-day the market recovered, and native has been sold 
(fine sorts) for 48s 6d to 493; superior, 50s. 

Tea, which was inactive in the early part of the week, was in 
request to-day at a slight advance in prices. Duty was paid at this 
port during the week ending 19th instant on 576,246 lbs, against 
565,251 in the same period last year. 

Rice has declined in price, the prospectof the food market being 
more favourable, and at the close of the week, after considerable 
transactions, the article is 3d lower. 

Ia saltpetre there has been great changes. A few days ago 
there were eager buyers at 35s 6d and 36s without reference to the 
result of analysis, Yesterday and to-day the price has fallen consi- 
derably, the sellers having become much more eager than the a Sate 

In China silk there has been, as Mr H. W. Eaton states, as might 
be expected, after the large transactions ia December, but little 
doing, with the exception of about 500 bales of Canton silk, which 
have changed hands from 11s to 13s, chiefly ina the middie to 
coarse sizes. In Chivese throwns there have also been some 
operations, and they must now be quoted at 183 6d to 18s 9d, 
instead of 198 3d to 193 Gd, ason the Ist inst. Other prices remain 
without alteration. The imports during the month, and now in course 
of landing, have been about 9,000 bales, and as far as can be seen by 
those already on show, good silk again forms a very small proportion. 
In Bengal silk there is no change, the very low qualities, especially 
the several parcels of Bauleah, calied Commercolly, lately imported 
being entirely neglected. 

According to the official account, the quantity of silk “ conditioned” 
in the month of December, 13853, was—at Milan, 2,244 bales, weigh- 
ing net 450,438 lbs; Bergamo, 616 bales, weighing net 122,221 lbs ; 
Brescia, 202 bales, weighing vet 47,830 lbs. The silk market at 
Lyons has been of late materially affected by the probability of war. 
The quantities conditioned during the last ten days have not on an 
average been one-half of what they were in the month of December, 
Private letters received this morning announce that silk has fallen 
from 4 to 5 per cent. in that market according to qualities. A con- 
ditioning house is to be established at Auberes(Ardeche), at the 
joint expense of the merchantsand throwsters. 

The sales of this week in the Liverpool cotton market sum up to 
37,000 bales, 3,000 of which are to speculators, 4,000 to exporters, 
the remaining 30,000 bales are to the trade. Prices are reduced }d 
per lb, which is no very important decline in the face of the heavy 
imports and unsettled state of political affairs. To- ‘day’s market is 
reported as rather better, sales 6,000 bales with more inquiry. From 
America the accounts received this week only confirm those pre- 
viously received respecting the new crop. At Orleans the estimates 
are under 3,000,000 bales. In the Atlantic States and at New York 
3,000,000 bales is the favourite estimate. At this latter place prices 
were a shade lower in consequence of the rising freights and difkculty 
of negociation. At New Orleans, however, the market was brisk, and 
strict middling cotton quoted at 9c.

There was a fair saie for foreign wheat at an enhancement in 
value of 1s to 2a per qr: the imports consisted of 1,880 qre from Ber- 
dianski, 460 qrs from Dankirk, 1,159 qrs from Galetz, 80 gre from Grand 
Canary, 30 qrs from Harlingen, 817 qre from Havre, 14,527 qre from New 
York, 2,200 gra from Odessa, and 1,613 qrs from Taganrog, making a total 
of 29,716 qre, The arrivals of flour coastwise were 1,910 sacks, from 
Scotland 43 sacks, and from Ireland 50 sacks, by the Eastern Counties 
Railway 7,472 sacks, by the Great Northern 1,249 sacks, from foreign 
ports 960 sacks and 32,106 barrels: there was no change in the nominal 
top price of town-made; country marks were rather higher, with a good 
demand, The arrivals of barley coastwise were 2,393 qvs, from Scotland 140 
qrs, from Ireland 1,340 qre, and 320 grs from Cadiz: fine malting qualities 
were fully as dear, but intermediate sorte were sold on rather lower terme. 
There were only 97 qrs oats from our own coast, 11,280 qre from Ireland, 
and 1,070 gra from foreign ports: good old corn meta steady sale at very 
high prices, and new fresh samples were in fair request at fully as much 
nioney. The supplies of the week are little more than half the consumption 
of the metropolis, which will be materially increased at the meeting of 
Parliament. 

The imports at Liverpool on Tuesday were again liberal, and were prin- 
cipally from the United States, from whence alone there were 54,380 barrels 
and 2,500 sacks flour, with 10,382 qrs wheat, 14,865 qrs Indian corn, and 
1,109 barrels Indian corn meal. A large coosumptive business in wheat and 
flour transpired at an advance of fully 6d per 70 lbs on the former article, 
and 1s 6d to 2s per barrel and sack on the latter. Indian corn commanded 
ls per qr enhancement in value, and peas were 1s to 2s per qr dearer. 

There werevery limited imports at Hull, only 499 gre wheat and 249 qesr 
barley, and a short delivery of wheat from the farmers, who obtained about 
8s per qr advance on all fine samples: average, 868 7d on 698 qrs. 

The arrivals of wheat at Leeds were fair, and 28 per qr more money was 
obtained for all useful quantities. 

There were very short deliveries of wheat at Ipswich, and although no 
great activity was observable, prices were 1s per gr higher: average, 833 5d 
on 629 qrs. 
©The fresh arrivals at Mark lane on Wednesday were very trifling of 
English grain, but fair of foreign, and a moderate addition of flour from the 
United States. Full prices were demanded for all articles, but the extent of 
business was limited, and no quotable change took place in any description 
of grain, holders showing much firmness generally. 

fhe Scotch markets have been more lively this week. At Edinburgh there was 
a fall show of wheat; consisting of that left over from last.week and the fresh 
delivery of the farmers, and it met a ready sale at 28 per qr advance: average, 
76s 8d on 716 qrs ; and holders of foreign samples demanded 26 per qr more 
money.
